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Each ritual alliance is illustrated with a map. The order of the presentation 
follows the distribution of the ritual alliances within each irrigation system 
(see Map 0.03 for an overview). 
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Dates in these volumes are sometimes given in the following format in order 
to save space: Dynasty, reign period, year of the reign period, (Western 
equivalent date in parantheses), e.g., Ming Wanli 4 (1576), rather than the 
more standard form of “in the 4th year of the Wanli reign-period of the Ming 
dynasty (1576).” Dates in the lunar calendar are given as follows: month/day, 
ie., 1/15 is “the fifteenth day of the 1st lunar month.” 


NB: Simplified Chinese character have been used in this volume as this is 
the standard form for place names in China. 
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PREFACE 


This second volume of Ritual Alliances of the Putian Plain contains the survey 
data introduced in the preceding companion volume, Historical introduction 
to the Return of the Gods. Readers are encouraged to look at the introductory 
volume for a historical overview of the ritual formations found on the Putian 
plains, along with an introduction to the range of rituals, ritual specialists, 
temples and gods found in the survey, and a description of the survey itself, 
including the process of mapping the ritual alliances using GIS technology. 

This volume begins with an overview of the region as a whole, introducing 
the principal irrigation systems of the Putian plain, the Li  sub-cantons, 
the regional ritual alliances, the police and self-defense units known as Pu 
‘ff, and the feuding banner alliances of the late Qing and early Republican 
period. This section includes maps showing the position of the ritual alliances 
within sub-canton boundaries; the relation of the Pu boundaries to the ritual 
alliance boundaries; and the distribution of the higher-order regional ritual 
alliances of the Putian plain. 

Next, each of the three major regions of Putian plains, the Nanyang Fai 
(Southern irrigated plain), Beiyang 47 (Northern irrigated plain) and the 
Jiuliyang 7LELY (the northeastern irrigated plain), are introduced separately. 
These sections first outline the irrigation systems of these regions, discussing 
the main channels, secondary canals and sluice-gates of each irrigation system. 
Next, the main temples of each of the higher order regional ritual alliances 
into which the different irrigation systems of the Putian plains are organized 
are introduced. Finally, the sub-cantons into which each irrigated plain was 
divided are introduced. Maps of each sub-canton in each irrigation system 
are provided. The main villages extent in each Li  sub-canton in the Qing 
dynasty are listed, followed by a list of the ritual alliances and number of 
villages currently found in each Li sub-canton. 

The survey continues by presenting first a map and then a brief description 
of each of the 153 ritual alliances on the Putian plain, and then provides a 
description of each village in each alliance. The brief descriptions note the 
main irrigation channels and canals that provide water to each ritual alliance. 
They also record the presence in the Song, Ming and Qing of prominent line- 
ages, as seen in the production of successful examination candidates—Jinshi 
YE (Metropolitan Graduates) and Juren 4$ \ (Provincial Graduates). The 
bestowal in the Song and Ming of commemorative archways on the lineages 
and successful graduates of these villages is next noted, although very few of 
these archways still remain standing. This information will assist the reader 
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is assessing the history of the villages in a particular regional alliance. The 
village entries include a statement of the village population and the name of 
the current administrative village to which it belongs. Next is found a discus- 
sion of the main surnames of the village, along with any available information 
about ancestral halls or lineage rituals. Information gathered on Christian 
churches is given at this point, where available, but this was not a primary 
focus of the survey. 

A third section of each village entry lists the temples of the village, along 
with the gods worshipped in each temple. In addition to the survey data, 
entries have been added on village temples from two sources. These are the 
draft edition of the Putianxian zongjiaozhi, which includes a list of Buddhist 
temples and monasteries which has been used to supplement the survey, as 
some of these structures are located outside the villages and were difficult to 
find. A second set of supplementary temples was drawn from survey data 
prepared for the local Religious Affairs Bureau by the Three in One move- 
ment (Sanyijiao diaocha baogao, 1992), which lists all Three in One temples 
(including minor shrines that are easily overlooked) along with an estimate 
of the numbers of initiates. These estimates appear quite accurate in places, 
but are occasionally greatly exaggerated. These Buddhist and Three in One 
temple listings are given in italics to indicate that these temples were not 
visited by the survey team. 

A fourth section of each village entry outlines the ritual activities conducted 
during the Yuanxiao festival at the first full moon of the year. The birthday 
celebrations of those gods who receive special rites are then listed. A final 
section included in some of the village entries discusses particular ritual 
groups active in a village, such as spirit mediums or tanban spirit medium 
altar associations. Some mention is made in many entries of the number of 
Fushou (fortunate headsmen) selected to organize rituals throughout the year, 
and the means of selection. 


INTRODUCTION 


THE RITUAL ALLIANCES OF THE PUTIAN PLAINS 


The Putian plain is an alluvial plain on the edge of the Xinghua Bay ringed 
around on three sides by mountains and hills. The entire plain was reclaimed 
from the sea over in a process that took several hundred years from the late 
Tang to the mid-Ming (9th-16th centuries). The plain covers 424 square 
kilometers and can be divided into three regions, the Nanyang P= (south- 
ern irrigated plain) south of the Mulan river which runs through the cen- 
ter of the plain, the Beiyang JL{7# (northern irrigated plain) north of the 
Mulan river, and the Jiuliyang JL HY (Nine-li irrigated plain), a region in 
the northeast comer of the Putian plain with its own irrigation system. 

The Putian plain was divided into administrative sub-cantons called li #4 
beginning in the Song dynasty. Over the Ming and Qing dynasties, the plain 
came to be divided into twenty-two sub-cantons. As explained in the histori- 
cal introduction in Volume 1, the sub-cantons continued to be important for 
local administration, taxation and state ritual purposes in the late imperial 
period. Each of the sub-cantons established one lishé #4: official altar to 
the soil and the harvest in the early Ming. The official altars were gradually 
merged by the villagers with the miao |fH temples to local gods, forming a 
shémiao ft/FH hybrid temple Branch altars of the founding shé altars were 
established in newly formed villages, forming the basis for multi-village ritual 
alliances. Other ritual alliances formed around common use of a segment of 
the irrigation system, or in order to protect themselves from the pressure of 
large lineages. Although the sub-cantons are no longer part of local admin- 
istrative space (since the Republican period), they are still part of the ritual 
space of the Putian plains, and are included in addresses written in ritual 
documents by villagers to this day (see map 2). 

The multi-village ritual alliances known locally as qijing Ct: (seven-fold 
alliances) began to form with each sub-canton in the mid-Ming. The village 
survey in this book is arranged according to these ritual alliances, follow- 
ing the numbers seen on the map below. These numbers roughly follow the 
distribution of the sub-cantons, starting with those in the southern irrigated 
plain, then those in the northern irrigated plain, and concluding with those 
in the Jiuliyang irrigated plain. A total of 153 ritual alliances made up of 724 
villages cover the Putian Plain (see map 3). 

In a very few cases, ritual alliances crossed the boundaries of the sub-can- 
tons, usually on account of a connection along a segment of the irrigation 
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Map 3: Regional Ritual Alliances 
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system. However, for the most part the sub-cantons were also drawn in rela- 
tion to the main channels of the irrigation system. The relationship between 
ritual alliance boundaries and sub-canton boundaries can be seen in map 4 
below. 

During the late Ming and in the Qing, the Putian plains were further 
subdivided into defensive units designed to carry out police control and to 
defend against coastal pirate raids. These spatial units were termed pu ‘ffi, 
translated below as a police/defense unit. These correspond in part with the 
locally formed multi-village ritual alliances, but they frequently cut across 
them as well. The names of these units are given in the survey below (map 
5, 6). 

The villages of the Putian plain often have several temples, and each 
temple can have many gods. During the Chinese New Years festival, and 
especially around the Lantern Festival that marks the first full moon of the 
year, each village carries its most revered gods in a procession around the 
village boundaries, while Daoist ritual specialists perform rites in the temple. 
A few days later, the village goes on procession to the other villages of their 
multi-village ritual alliance, or else receives the main gods of the main temple 
of their ritual alliance at their own village temple. In addition, most of the 
ritual alliances of the Putian plain have joined into larger regional alliances. 
Each of these regional alliances has a higher order central temple which orga- 
nizes large scale processions and rituals. Map 7 shows the major higher order 
regional ritual alliances of the Putian plains. 

Villages in map 8 are indicated with either a black, white or red flag icon. 
These indicate which of the feuding banner alliances the village joined at 
the end of the Qing dynasty, when the entire irrigation system of the Putian 
plains was beginning to collapse, and villages fought against villages. In many 
cases, the banner alliances follow the ritual alliances, which in turn are related 
to the irrigation communities, but there are also exceptions. Membership in 
a banner association is noted in the survey when known. Villages without 
this information are indicated by a point instead of a flag.

PART ONE 


OVERVIEW OF THE IRRIGATED ALLUVIAL PUTIAN PLAINS 


1. The Southern irrigated plain: irrigation, higher order temples, 
and sub-cantons 


The southern irrigated plain refers to the plain lying south of the Mulan 
river. The current population of this area is approximately 200,000, and the 
total area of cultivable land is over 16,000 acres (100,000 mu). Beginning in 
the Song, the Putian southern irrigated plain was divided into ten adminis- 
trative li sub-cantons, which by the end of the Qing contained 102 villages. 
The survey located 297 natural villages in fifty-nine ritual alliances on the 
southern irrigated plain. The 297 villages are managed by 100 “administra- 
tive villages”. 


1.1. The Mulan Irrigation system of the Southern Irrigated Plain 


The main axis of the irrigation system of the southern irrigated plain is the 
Mulan weir 7X) and its main canal built in the Northern Song, in Xining 
8 (1075). The Mulan weir consists of a breakwater dam stretching 219 meters 
across the Lai river, and two fresh water gateways on both the northern and 
the southern banks, as well as the complex, interconnected network of chan- 
nels and secondary canals, along with its protective dikes, sluice-gates, and 
other aspects. Each village in the Putian plains is intimately connected to a 
particular channel and /or secondary canal, as well as to specific sluice gates 
and sets of dikes and other installations. In this way, each village became part 
of one of many different types of irrigation communities 7K fl EIA] (A, 

The southern irrigated plain’s irrigation system has seven major channels, 
and 109 secondary canals. The overall length of this system is 113 km. and 
it provides water to several hundred villages. The irrigation system can be 
divided into three major segments, namely the upper, middle, and lower seg- 
ments. The upper segment includes the Mulan weir #\></% in the Weixinli 
“4% 2 sub-canton, as well as two secondary canals that branch off from 
































the main channel emerging directly from the Mulan Weir. This segment 
also includes the Shagouyang main channel WYJFAYA and its four sec- 
ondary canals in Hugongli sub-canton #47\# as well as the Xingou #174 
main channel in the Baicheng Hi4# area of Nanlili sub-canton Fj 7) 1. The 
middle segment includes the following: the Shangxiaqu  F 28 main chan- 
nel and its six secondary canals of Nanlili sub-canton FJ 7); the Luowai 
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374 main channel and its seven secondary canals; the main channel in front 
of the Yangcheng (4K=EI] sluice gate in Guogingli sub-canton [Els # and 
its four secondary canals; and the three secondary canals in Anleli sub-canton 
#5 EA that extend to the villages of Hengtang fid# and Xintang #THH. The 
lower section includes the main channel linking Guogingli [El/ #1 sub-canton 
to the Putianli FH sub-canton from in front of the Yangcheng JF d+ J 
sluicegate, along with its seventeen secondary canals. It also includes the main 
channel in front of the Lindun K+] sluice gate of Lianjiangli YT # 
and its nine secondary canals, the Houyang main channel /ayvEA?4 and its 
thirty-eight secondary canals, and the nine secondary canals that connect to 
the Wulong 1.7% area of Jingdeli (4 sub-canton, the four secondary 
canals that connect to the Nantian FAFA area of Hepuli Givi sub-canton, 
and the six secondary canals that connect to the Dongshan 7K |1|+}1"] sluice- 
gate area of Xingfuli >4f—42 sub-canton. All of the abovementioned main 
channels were originally dug out of the bay, and the secondary canals were 
also all man-made. 

In addition, the villages of Gushan 74 [1 and Daili 442, which originally 
belonged to the northern irrigated plain, were re-assigned to the southern 
irrigated plain after the Mulan river changed its course in the Daoguang 
period (1821-1850). For the same reason, the villages of Haiwei Y#/€ and 
Shangdiwei -4é)€ which originally belonged to the northern irrigated plain, 
now are part of the southern irrigated plain. 

The southern irrigated plain has five major sluice gates emptying into the 
sea. Of these five, three function as reservoirs or as overspill outlets for the 
system as a whole, while the two smaller sluice gates are mostly for outflow. 
The three larger sluice-gates each have distinct areas under their protection. 
The Yangcheng {E4s+! J sluice- gate of the Guogingli Flv 4 sub-canton 
protects Yangcheng 7:38, Qingpu vA UH, Xindu #1/, Dongzhen 7k 4A, Cuob- 
ing EA, Shaban Yk, Chengwei SFE, Yindutou #54, Jindun BH 
Dongjiao #RX, Puban yHhX, and Zhangaias kihff—some twelve villages in 
all.

The system of dikes of the southern irrigated plain includes inner and 
outer dikes. The inner dikes are designed to prevent floods, while the outer 
dikes protect against the force of the tides of the sea. The sea-dikes of the 
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southern irrigated plain extend for thirty-six kilometers, and throughout his- 
tory they were repaired in piecemeal fashion by the villages along them. Cur- 
rently, they can be divided into eight sections: the Dongshan section #R|L|P 
which covers the two administrative village areas of Dongshan /RIl| and 
Dongyang ?&}#; the Zhenhai section #472 covering the two administra- 
tive village regions of Dongjia 75 and Zheliang iY; the Haibin section 
WAREZ covering the Haibin jf! administrative village area; the Jiangdong 
section YL*KEX covering the two administrative villages of Jiangdong YL7K 
and Qiaodou #744; the Qiaoxia section (fff EX covering the five administra- 
tive village regions of Xiadai FIX, Xiajiangtou FYLA, Xili FHFll, Xihong 
FEE, and Qingzhong #44; the Yangcheng | harbor section YF 2% covering 
the six administrative villages of Qinghou /#/a, Qingzhong Ys, Qingqian 
THAI, Yangcheng 42, Xicuo PU/# and Gangli fl] and the Gangli sec- 
tion #&4l/ EZ covering the four administrative village regions of Gangli fl,

In the mountainous interior borders of the southern irrigated plain, there 
are many smaller dams and dikes used to back up water within the smaller 
secondary canals which function like miniature reservoirs, providing water 
and responding to the seasonal needs of the rice-paddy agricultural cycle. 
These installations not only provide water resources to the mountainous vil- 
lages in the region, but also help prevent sand and dirt from erosion from 
entering the larger arteries of the southern irrigated plain’s irrigation system. 
The more important of these installations include the weir on the Hebaolai 
fa] L}H rapids in Hogongli fi 41 sub-canton which irrigates the villages of 
Yunzhuang Z[E and Qutou 234; the Shizhen +4|[4 dam in Anleli 2675

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After the completion in 1960 of the Dongzhen reservoir, an irrigation 
channel from that reservoir was introduced into the higher mountainous 
region of the southern irrigated plain, creating a Dongzhen irrigation belt 
providing water to the following eleven administrative village regions: Jindun 
SiS, Shuangxing XE, Dongba FRI, Yangwei FE, Puban 7X, Dongba 
FRM, Dingdun Ji, Bajin WN, Dingshe Jiit:, and Wucuo ff. 




















1.2. The Higher Order Regional Ritual Alliance Temples of the Southern 
Irrigated Plain 


The central temple of the southern irrigated plain was originally the Xie- 
yingmiao (/))ZJH built on the southern bank of the Lai river by the side of 
the Mulan Weir. The main gods worshipped were Li Zhangzhe #1<%, the 
founder of the Weir ZE/XI/JE1. Secondary gods worshipped include Qian 
Siniang (PUR, Lin Congshi #K MH, and Li Zhen 2842. The sacrificial wor- 
ship dedicated to these gods was conducted by the Fourteen Families of 
Shuinan 7KF3-+PYAZA who were responsible for the maintenance of the 
irrigation system. In the Chunyou (1241-1252) period of the Southern Song 
the Xieyingmiao |/p)vJFH was added to the official register of sacrifices. In 
the Yuan Yanyou period (1314-1320) local officials divided the Xieyingmiao 
into two temples, the Li Zhangzhe miao 4 74/i and the Qianfeimiao 
‘Hc JF. Sacrifices at the former temple were conducted by the descendants 
of Li Zhangzhe while the descendants of the Fourteen Families performed 
sacrifices at the Qianfeimiao. In the Ming Hongzhi period (1488-1505), the 
Li Zhangzhemiao temple was once again listed in the official register of sacri- 
fices, and local officials conducted rites at the temple annually, but the Qian- 
feimiao temple was not included in the official register of state sacrifices, and 
so it gradually transformed into the private “ancestral temple” of the Four- 
teen Families. After this, a number of lower level central temples emerged 
along the different sections of the evolving southern plains irrigation sys- 
tem. The most important of these are the Goutou Thirteen Village Y434-F 
= ritual alliance’s Xiangshangong #15, the Xiangyundian fF of 
the Twelve Village ritual alliance of Quqiao 'R;-+—%, the Beichengong 
Ath and Guchenggong 44K’ of the twenty-four wards of Huangshi 
town of Duff, the pneyanden BEZSIEX of the the thirty-six village 
alliance of Lingyun #2—=-7\%, and the Hongyundian ZL of the 
twenty-eight village alliance of Hushi 77 —/\ 2.

YL sub-canton along with the nine shé alliance of Huangshi town streets 
be FH (218 7K PA IL#L. The Beichengong tix situated on Tashan hill 411, 
and the Guchenggong 4h’, at the foot of Qingshan mountain IL, are 
the main temples of the twenty-four wards of Huangshi #4 — 1 Pufiii A. 
The Beichengong was built in Ming Jiajing 45 (1566) with the support of 
local patrons and lineage leaders surnamed Zhu 7%, Wu 5 and Zhuo ‘&. 
In Qing Qianlong 14 (1749) the temple was expanded, and in 1984 it was 
repaired. Currently the temple has three main halls, along with additional 
buildings including a Lingguanmiao XE /Ei, a Ziyangci 24K fal, a Qigongci 
BMS], and a Timingshé #144 ¢k. The main god worshipped in the main 
hall of the Beichengong is Xuantian shangdi “XK _L7ff, along with Yuhuang 
zhizun (the Jade Emperor) EK. To the left and right the secondary 
gods include Guansheng dijun 24777, Zhaogong yuanshuai #& “STEIN, 
and on the left and right are arrayed Wen, Ma, Kang, and Gao yuanshuai 
To), Socyi, Bc and jATCII, along with Fengbo JX\{A, Leigong 
#25, Yushi Yi and Dianmu FEES. In the back hall are worshipped the 
Shengfu and Shengmu 2% » 4+, the parents of Xuantian Shangdi. Sec- 
ondary gods include the Nandou and Beidou astral gods F>+ > dts} 4, 
and the ten kings of the underworld are arrayed along the sides of the hall 
Fi]. In the temple to the left Lingguan dadi XH A is worshipped, 
and in the temple to the west, Sanguan dadi == Aff. Each year on lunar 
1/6-7, the Beichengong holds a “returning palanquin of the gods ritual” []Z. 
On 1/17 the Zhu #4 lineage holds a ritual to present incense. In 1/18 it is 
the turn of the Wu #4 lineage. On 3/3 the birthday of Xuantian shangdi 
XKETF is celebrated and on 1/16 the birthday of the Jade _Emperor 
Yuhuang shangdi —& - 7 is commemorated. Wang Lingguan EXE is 
worshipped on 1/18 and Xuantian shangdi’s date of ascension to heaven is 
marked on 9/9. On 12/25 the Beichengong distributes rice and money to 
the poor and to beggars. shangdi is taken on procession to the territory of the three patron lineages, 
the Zhu, Wu and Zhuo. The villages of Jingpu #4) and Houzhu Jay stage 
operas on these occasions. 

The Guchenggong 44%’ temple was built in the Ming Chongzhen 
period (1628-1644) and its patrons were the Lin #{ and Chen | lineages 
of Shuinan 7K FA. In 1958 the Guchenggong 44%’ was converted into the 
Huangshi Agricultural Middle School #4 il 14, but in 1984 the temple 
was restored. Currently there is a main hall and a back hall as well as a front 
hall, and an adjoining Wushengmiao I44/FH. The main hall is dedicated to 
the worship of Yanggong taishi #ZSAJifi and Chen Wenlong [K <7. On 
the left and right one finds Tiangong yuanshuai FAZS7C Ih, Kailu jiangjun 
base and the Badajiang /\ A‘. In the back hall are worshipped Yang 
Jiye 2K, She Taijun RAAF, i, Yang Jiuniang #74, and Yang Zongbao 
hizR lk, while in the front hall fiJ/B¢ there are the Baima jiangjun HS} 
and the Chima jiangjun 734144. The Wushengmiao i\3¢/-i was built in 
the early Qing and is dedicated to Guansheng dijun X77 @. Each year on 
lunar 1/4 the Guchenggong holds a ritual to welcome back the gods. On 4/26 
they conduct “the rites to invite the Lord 1 49{5\” to mark the anniversary 
of Yanggong taishi’s birth. On 9/9 the birthdate of Yang Jiuniang is com- 
memorated. Each year from in the lunar 4th and 5th months, and again in 
the 8th and 9th months, the temples of the twenty-four wards of Huangshi 
town take turns inviting Yanggong taishi to come in a procession to visit and 
watch opera performances. 

The Beichengong and the Guchenggong temples each year hold a collabor- 
ative procession and a collective ritual. The exact time is determined by divi- 
nation on 1/16 or on 2/2. Usually the date falls within the 3rd lunar month. 
Three days before the main procession, the grand palanquin of Xuantian 
shangdi is carried to the Guchenggong from the Beichengong and the god is 
worshipped. Both gods then are carried out together in the main procession 
and they go in order to each of the twenty-four wards of Huangshi town, 
finally returning to Guchenggong. Four days later, Xuantian shangdi is car- 
ried back to Beichengong. 

The territory of the Lingyun thirty-six village alliance A= T7\7 
stretches along the eastern edge of the Hugong mountains 4//\|L. The alli- 
ance is divided into the Upper Eighteen [+-/\% ritual alliance, and the 
Lower Eighteen --/\ % ritual alliance. The former includes the following 
villages: Xintang #T He, Qinwei (LJ, Xiwei F4 FE, Gouwei YE, Longtou 17k, 
Xipu PES, Lingcuo 2/8, Xiagou F7, Jiaojinyang 4244/4, Dongsong AK, 
Caicuo 3</, Qicuo JX/E, Xiting FY5% and Daban ABK of Anleli 4k 
sub-canton, as well as Liucuo X'/#, Yingbian 4734, Kengbei StJt, and Baita 
Ht in Guogingli LEI 44 sub-canton. The Lower Fighteen village ritual alli- 
ance includes Lingui #44, Mazhukeng 55717, Pengmu 5758, Xiayu FAR 
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Shanglin E}t, Xuke (RF, Masong S#4, Huaizuo PE, Houcuo fKI8, 
Bancuo #/#, Yangmian ?7¥/Hl, Qiaotou fif5k, Xiaxi FPY, Dongguo ARF, 
Dongpuyu FRSHiaR, Houdong Ja #, and Yicuo !UF, all located in Anleli 
2 > 1A sub-canton. The Lingyundian #Z]kx, located on the crest of Hugong 
mountain “7/, is the main overall temple of the thirty-six village ritual alli- 
ance —|7\ 4 iA. The temple was built in the Southern Ming during the 
Longwu period (1645-1646), and the main god worshipped in the temple 
is Yuhuang dadi X77. Secondary gods include Wen, Kang, Ma, and 
Zhao yuanshua i iim/N7C)IN, BEAT CII, SAA TCI and #KATTII. The temple 
include several halls and shrines, including the Chuanxuandian f& Ex, the 
Tanyueci fHiB fA], and a Sanyijiaoci =—PALfi]. Each year on lunar 1/9 and 
1/16, a large scale ritual is held to celebrate the birth of the Jade Emperor. 
This ritual is organized by the representatives of the thirty-six villages on 
the temple management committee. In former times, whenever there was a 
drought, the thirty-six villages of the alliance would hold rites to pray for rain 
*ThN and to “request the dipper i++”. Currently, although the praying for 
rain ritual has been discontinued, the eighteen villages of the Lower Alliance 
still take turns to conduct the “request the dipper” rites. 

As an indication of its historical importance as a higher order temple at 
the edges of the Putian irrigated plain, the Lingyundian temple preserves 
the following nine stelae, along with several more recent stelae: 1) Qianlong 
4 (1739) EZ ERAT “ATG (Stele recording the incense and lamp oil 
landholdings of the Precious Hall of the Spiritual Cloud Temple) (Epigraphi-

(Stele on the contributions of land and of money for the restoration of 
the Temple that Surmounts the Clouds) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:251, 
No. 216); 3) Jiaqing 13 (1808) HAE EZ RIER TP = JAH (Stele on the 
repairs of the Main Hall and the building of three gateways at the Temple 
that Surmouts the Clouds) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:271, No. 236); 4)

repairs of the Main Hall and building of three gateways at the Temple that 
Surmounts the Clouds) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:272, No. 237); 5) Jia- 
qing 22 (1817) EZRA KT FAME (Stele on the Incense and Lamp rents of 
the Temple that Surmounts the Clouds) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:292, No.

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(Epigraphical Materials, 1995:354, No. 318); 9) (1910) EZRA ES 
418 (Stele with the fragrant names of those who contributed to the con- 
struction of stone pillars at the Temple that Surmounts the Clouds) (Epi-

The territory of the Hushi twenty-eight village ritual alliance 77 —1+/\ 2 
lies along the southern edge of the Guoging reservoir E|/#4#. The alliance 
is divided into the Upper Fourteen village alliance and the Lower Fourteen 
village allinaces, The Upper Alliance includes Xucuo (#/#, Songting PAS 
Dengaotou #44, Xishan PELL, Shandou LL 42 Fz, Bitou Wk, Houshe Ja #h, 
Yuangian [séHil, Qianzheng Hil*S, Chicen 74, Xijin PHY, Xicai FOX, 
Yangshan 4%|L|, Dapu AJ, Lingxia Ili F, Qianlin Hij*, and Shanglin Eff, 
all in Guogqingli [El/# #4 sub-canton. The lower fourteen alliance includes 
the villages of Shangbabian [HGH, Xiababian FIG, Cangdian /5, 
Xiadian F/G, Lincuo JE, Dongjin 7, Kengwei StF, Huanglin F/M, 
Yuntang Zs}, Dongzhuo 7K, Xizhuo PE, Jiucheng IH! and Shanding 
[| Jil, also all in Guogingli Fly 44 sub-canton. The Upper Alliance origi- 
nally included the villages of Tiancen 14 and Xiyuan P§[d, but these vil- 
lages have been abandoned. Some other villages which did not originally 
belong to the twenty-eight village alliance such as Xiawei F/€, Dinggu 7ElHl 
(also known as Chenmu |6) and Houzhu Jak, nowadays participate in 
the ritual activites of the Twenty-eight village alliance. The Hongyundian 
21.73 temple located in Qianzheng HiJ*i village is the main overall temple 
of the alliance. It is claimed that the temple was built in Ming Hongzhi 4 
(1491). The main god worshipped in the Hongyundian is the Jade Emperor, 
Yuhuang zhizun - &*£%. Secondary gods include Xuantian shangdi ZH 
E77, Wengong yuanshuai Yim/S7CIII, Dafa tianshi AYEXIII, Wenchang 
dijun CSF, Lufu xianggong STtHA, Lufu furen SITKA, and Lufu 
yima #4) #4.! Each year on lunar 1/5 the Hongyundian temple holds a 
ritual to invite the gods back ifj#H{zt and the villages belonging to the 
alliance come to present incense JF @. In 2/10 the birthday of Wengong 
yuanshuai jimZS7C)Il) is celebrated, and on 3/3 Xuantian shangdi’s “KL 7 
birthday is commemorated. Then on 5/16 major rites are held for the birth- 
date of the Jade Emperor 514 &. These rituals are organized by the tem- 
ple committee made up of representatives from all twenty-four allied villages. 
The Hongyundian temple normally does not organize a collective procession 
for the entire alliance, rather, both the Upper and the Lower alliances orga- 
nize their own collective processions. 

In addition to the aforementioned central temples within the southern 
irrigated plain, the Minyang shuyuan Academy [J/H-k¢ of Cuobing village 





































































































































































































































































































































































































' NB: the character Lu is always written with the illness radical in the Putian plain, indicat- 
ing that this is the Bureau of Smallpox. Readers should recall this demotic form each time they 
encounter one of the temples or deities of this cult. 
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FIA, dedicated to the cult of the Zhu Xi 72 was for a long time the central, 
collectively owned temple of the twelve villages i in front of the Yangcheng 
sluice-gate PYK>+["]. The Shengrengong {—~ temple of Chencuo =F 
village in Hepuli Gif§ # sub-canton was originally the main overall temple 
of the thirty-six neighborhoods of Hushi town 77 =+7\ f. The ritual 
activities of these central temples have however not yet been revived, and 
their original ritual alliances have fallen apart. 


















































1.3. Sub-cantons of the southern plain 




















Weixinli sub-canton 4i#1# contained eleven villages in the Qing dynasty, 
including Beitou [&2k, Tiezao #kKt, Shanghengshan__| BRI, Xiahengshan 
“PS BHLL, Goukou JM, Henggou ftY4, Qianhuang Hilti, Zhengban ASPX, 
Guitang fJ#, Tangdong 4#4K, and Houliao Ja. The survey located 28 vil- 
lages currently in this area, organized into five ritual alliances (A01-A05). 

Hugongli sub-canton #47\# contained ten villages in the Qing dynasty, 

including Qiaotou fk, Chongxi /#7%, Xidong YK, Dongfen ARE, Cao- 
xiedun FUREBL, Shendu “RIB, Wangzhuang —}£, Zhenwei Jl, Jindun 
iQ, and Yangwei +/£. The survey located and describes fourteen villages 
currently organized into four ritual alliances (A006-A009). 
Nanlili sub-canton fj 7) # contained twelve villages in the Qing dynasty, 
including Baicheng A143, Gangli ###!], Puban JN, Shangdun 8%, Dongjiao 
FREE, Gaocen fii, Qianzhang Aijsk, Shanping LL[}#, Xiaban FIX, Xindu 
#TFE, Dongzhen #R4A and Cuobing |# IV. The survey located thirty-nine vil- 
lages, currently organized into eight ritual alliances (A010-A017). 

Guogingli sub-canton El¥# contained seven villages in the Qing 
dynasty, including Zhangqiao JH, Yangcheng {¥4k, Xiaohengtang /| iEdE, 
Xucuo (Re, Xijin FAS, Dongjin 77%, and Xishan P|]. The survey located 
and describes close to fifty villages currently organized into six ritual alli- 
ances (A18-21, 52-54, 58). Certain of the ritual alliances extend beyond the 
boundaries of the original sub-canton. 

Anleli sub-canton /5 contained six villages in the mid Qing, includ- 
ing Dahengtang AhiH#, Xintang #rH#, Qianwei Hil, Meilong fh, Gou- 
wei Y4)E, and Lingcuo /#. The survey located over forty villages in this 
area, currently organized into five ritual alliances A55-58). Certain of the 
ritual alliances extend beyond the boundaries of the original sub-canton. 

Putianli sub-canton Fa HH contained eight villages in the Qing, includ- 
ing Yudai #5, Xili PUFI|, Qingpu TH, Chengwei 42, Zhengtang ASHE, 
Songmu %#z, Lingtou Ilfisk and Chuandu AEN. The survey located twelve 
villages currently organized into all or part of five ritual alliances (A27, 29, 
48, 49). Note that Putianli sub-canton was divided up into three separate 
strips of land. 

Jingdeli sub-canton #4 contained ten villages in the mid Qing, includ- 
ing Shaban /§&, Yindutou #hE, Jindun BH, Xiaban FI, Dongdai FER, 
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Map 1.3.1: The sub-cantons of the southern irrigated plain 
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Map 1.3.5: Guogqingli sub-canton 
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Map 1.3.7: Putianli sub-canton 
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Map 1.3.9: Lianjiangli sub-canton 
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Tangtou #54, Dingzhuang EE, Gangkou i, Tangcheng ##/#, and 
Yaotai 2274. The survey located twenty-five villages currently organized into 
part or all i five ritual alliances (A22-25, and part of A21). 

Lianjiangli sub-canton #7 contained twenty-six villages in the mid- 
Qing, including Xihong Fat, Dongwu ARS, Xiajiangtou FYLAK, Xiadai F 
SR, Longguan JH, Lindun (3, Gangxi #874, Ninghai TY, Houjiang = 
iL, Donghua 742, Daiwei RFE, Haibin BET, Dongjiao 7K F4, Zhelang iff 
1&, Shadi 42, Qiangou AIYS, Houyang fate, Kengyuan Sth, Yuanhou 
tla, and Kangcuo §/#. The survey located thirty-seven villages currently 
organized into eleven different ritual alliances (A28-37 and part of A47). 
One alliance (A47) extends beyonds the boundaries of the sub-canton. Note 
that several of the ritual alliances are in fact large villages surrounded by 
fields in land reclaimed in the late Ming and Qing period. 

Xingfuli sub-canton 344 contained ten villages in the mid Qing in the 
area irrigated by the Mulan system, including Zouzengxu Ai (%, Dounan 
>+F4, Chenshan [11], Hucuo j#/#, Liushan #411], Bangtou #54, Dongshan 
FRIL, Houji fat, Chengyang #2 %, and Xiecu. The survey located some 
nineteen villages currently organized into five ritual alliances (A043-47). 

The part of Hepuli Ai at the very end of the Mulan irrigation sys- 
tem contained only two villages in the mid-Qing, namely Nantian FAH and 
Hushi #7. The survey located twenty-seven villages currently organized 
into two large ritual alliances (A050-051), one of which includes the town 
of Hushi. 





















































































































































2. The Northern irrigated plain: irrigation, higher order temples, 
and sub-cantons 


The northern irrigated plain lies to the north of the Mulan river. The current 
population is over 300,000. The cultivable land is approximately 33,000 acres 
(200,000 mu). This region was divided into over 200 administrative village 
regions. From the Song onwards, the area was divided into ten sub-cantons, 
which by the middle of the Qing contained 229 villages. Currently, the sur- 
vey has located 361 villages organized into 86 ritual alliances. 


2.1. The Irrigation Systems of the Beiyang ALE (Northern Irrigated Plain) 





The irrigation system of the northern irrigated plain is based on three 
dams—the Yanshou Weir ZE4#)% (also known as the Shihua weir (H4E(%), 
the Taiping weir ACEBX, and the Mulan Weir 7~<[&. These dams/weirs 
were constructed at different times, and gradually were linked together in 
a complex interlocked network of channels and secondary canals. Together

with a network of coastal sluice-gates and dikes, they gradually formed a 
comprehensive irrigation system that was able to store up and distribute 
water, dispense water into the sea during periods of overflow, and prevent 
flooding. 

The channels and canals of the northern irrigated plain extend for 173 
kilometers, and provide water to several hundred villages. Based on the prin- 
cipal water sources, the system can be eae into four major sub-systems, 
namely the Mulan Weir system 7\=/K 425, the Yanshou weir system ZE% 
2st, the Taiping weir system A*7IK At and the Wangjiangli sub- 
canton £271 # irrigation system. 

In the Yuan dynasty, in Yanyou 2 (1315), the Wanjin 4 @-+1'] sluice 
gate was opened up on the northern bank of the Mulan Weir, which allowed 
water from the Lai river to flow north and irrigate the northern plain. Start- 
ing with the main channel at the Wanjin sluice-gate, the main artery of 
the system extends past the following villages of the Nanxiangli sub-canton 
Fai: Yushang II§_E, Hangtou 5k, Dongpu *RSAH, Xialin FAR, Goutou 
J4)3& and Liugiao fil; on the way to the city moat at the south gate of 
Putian city Fal” ]$8@3€. Along the way the main channel is opened up by eight 
secondary canals, which irrigate the lands of the following villages: Xiecuo 
UTE, Xiaocuo Al, Gouxia 44 F, Dingdun Ji8%, Wudun f84%l, Xiahuang 
“Pas, Xialu FES effaangeus | bale, Diwei S€FE and Kuokou [ia] 1. From the 
city moat at the South Gate of Putian Pal Jiv% the main channel winds 
around to the East Gate 7| ]7h, passing Xishe PH¢t, Meihuating fe{E5* 
and Xiadun [ #£ on its way to the Lupu sluice-gate 'fH=+1"] where it joins 
up with the channels and canals of the Yanshou Weir 24) irrigation 
system. 

The Yanshou Weir £4) was built in the Tang Jianzhong period (780- 
783), it was originally designed to slow the flow of water along the Yanshou 
river and to divert it with a series of dikes as part of a larger process of 
reclaiming land from the sea. Nowadays it is difficult to locate the traces 
of the original set of dikes, etc., although the original channels and canals 
are still clearly identifiable. These can be divided into three major channels, 
the southern, central and northern irrigation channels. The southern main 
channel Ff AYA extends from Tantougiao village {#5417 to the North Gate 
of the Putian city moat ILI |i. Along the way twenty-one secondary 
canals were opened up providing irrigation to the villages of the Zuoxiangli 
7cW EA and Yanxingli £3444 sub-cantons. This system reaches the Lupu 
FASE] sluice gate, where it connects with the main channel of the Mulan 
system (in the northern plain). The central channel HAY goes from Chen- 
giao Kt%F through to Baitang FY, opening up along the way into twenty- 
six secondary canals, which provide irrigation to the villages of Xiaoyili 
= CHA sub-canton. When it reaches Xihu UY the system empties water

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into the sea at the Hanba sluice gate jHI5+]"]. The northern channel JLAIA 
goes from Wujiang YL to Xingang #T/#, opening up along the way into 
twelve secondary canals. These irrigate the villages of the Redeli {~f#4, 
Zunxianli @ 3 4 and the Yanshouli 22444 sub-cantons. This system links 
up with the Taiping Weir A-H bX irrigation system at Youqiaotou fff, in 
front of the Xingang #T/##+1 J sluice-gate. In addition, on the upper reaches 
of the Yanshou stream, above the Yanshou weir, there is also the Shihua 
Weir (5 4E[%. Water is diverted from the stream at this point south of Shihua 
weir to the villages of Longqiao Af in Dongxiangli 7K /ff # sub-canton and 
Shanglin [# village in Xiaoyili 34 {44 sub-canton. Water is diverted north 
of the Shihua Weir to irrigate the lands of the following villages of Changtaili 
fie sub-canton: Xiazheng [* and Yangxi EPH and the villages of 
Xialiu FX, Baidu Att, Xiawei FEE, Qixi 27K, and Dantou 74 of Zun- 
xianli #1 sub-canton. 

The Taiping Weir was built during the Southern Song Jiayou period 
(1056-1063), and it diverts water from the Qiulu #k=7& river to irrigate the 
village lands of the Xingjiaoli *4ACH sub-canton. The main channel divert- 
ing water from the Taiping Weir extends for over ten kilometres. When it 
reaches Xinan 7F4 village it divides up into the Upper and Lower canals 
, Fl. The Upper Canal _£4Il skirts the mountains to the east for over 
twenty kilometers, with over twenty-seven openings {lf along the way, and 
is divided into thirteen jia F, providing irrigation to the following villages 
of the Xingjiaoli *47¢4 sub-canton: Nanshan Fall, Linwai }, Fengling 
PMI, Loutou jmsk, Wutang fSH8, Xialiu FX, Taipingzhuang Tn, 
Donggong 7, Sizhou WYN, Wuzi HAF, Songban PAIK, Qian’an AIl/AE, 
Linggian Isat, Putou TASK, Xikou U1 and Chencuowei KEE as well as 
Qianhou dongpu Bil aaa and Taipingyang ACF villages in Yanshouli 
jE7 EH sub-canton. The Lower Canal utilizes the seasonal flow of the rapids 
along the stream, and is fitted out with ten dams and is divided into five 
jia. This section irrigates the following villages of the Xingjiaoli 44H sub- 
canton: Xinan 74M, Ganyuan Kft], Nanshan P11, Houshan Jail, Guling 
axl, Jiugiu TLL, Hongdu HEE, Houting fas, Dongzhang 7RSK, Linwai 
PIN, and Wutang fH 4%. After the two canals rejoin at Youqiaotou jhftitk, 
they merge with the waterways of the Yanshou irrigation system in front of 
the Xingang sluice gate #ri##-+1"]. 

The channels and canals of the Wangjiangli £2712 sub-canton of the 
northern irrigated plain begin at the Xingang sluice gate of Hanjiang jj?L 
#ri#eS+[]. They gather the waters of the Mulan weir 7>“[i%, the Yanshou 
weir ZE4¢)K% and the Taiping Weir A*/$& and pour them into the Shuixin 
river of Hanjiang j4YL7K-L i]. This body of water goes past the Duanming 
sluice-gate ‘ii#A-+/"] past Maoxiang F=E** to Puwei if, where it divides 
into two main canals. One canal goes past Zhuopo 3% and Taqiao Sah 
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to provide irrigation to Tangtou #24, Chongqin /#/>, and Puwei SHI, 
finally flowing into the sea through the Tiancuo sluice-gate HH/##-+|"]. The 
other canal goes past Jindun 475% to irrigated Xinpu #TifH, Shanggang Li ES, 
Duotou !43 and Baimei H = villages, and then extends past Baimu Hie to 
irrigate Dongzeng /& 9, Shishan [| and Yanxun 4%, ending up entering 
the sea through the Shahwoate sluice-gate F¥Es+1 J. 

The northern irrigated plain has twelve sluice-gates into the sea, of which 
four provide protection to large areas of village land. These are the Lupu Fifi 
+["] sluice gate of Yanxingli #£%4! sub-canton, which protects and provides 
for the nineteen following villages: Liulin '*, Lupu sigan Faro, Xingou 
ari, Huangdun Ba BL, Xuqiao (RAF, Xiji PUL, Randian 4/5, Shinan OS, 
Dongyang 7RiE, Xizhu gidun PaYRCHL Jiangbian 703, Zhudun AB 
Donggou #574, Doumentou *+/']&, Dongzhou #K/é], Caotianwei FAFE, 
Fudun (8 Nanji FJ, Caozhu #74, and Punan HP. The Chenba xihu 
RIPE ASET] sluice gate of Xiaoyili 24 sub-canton, protects and pro- 
vides for the following eleven villages: Xihu PuyiH, Duxia EE F, Shangyu Efi, 
Houting /a5*, Mudou #&46, Zhengian #AHi, Yakou fff, Sanbu =7/, 
Chengiao Miff, Baitang Aid, and Yangwei (FE. The Xingang #121 J 
sluice-gate of Yanshouli Z£4 4 sub-canton protects and provides for some 
108 villages in the sub-cantons of Rendeli {~###, Zunxianli 44 and 
Yanshouli XE #2. The Duanming Sij#4>+/"] sluice-gate in Yanshouli E44 #1 
sub-canton protects and provides for twelve villages: Jimudun X5A¢1, 
Zhanggongdun 3K2S8R, Xianggongdun *FA7Sl, Xiaxu #2/%, Gongmen 
Bl], Tangbei J#IL, Cangkou ©, Mengqin #74, Puwei FE, Sangiao 
=f, Bantou JK, and Banwei JWE. 

The sea-dikes of the northern irrigated plain extend for over 43 kilome- 
ters. They can be divided into seven sections: the Wangjiang section S2YLFX 
which includes the five administrative ee regions of Aoshan ||, Jing- 
shan fi [1], Yangfang 4#97, Duozhong 144 and Duohou I Ja. The Xinpu 
Arif EXsection, including the two administrative village regions of Xinpu 
#@rifi and Meiwei 32/€; the Hanjiang harbor section jHYL#&, including the 
six carpe tg village regions of Anren #{—, Zhoudun JAJ#X, Hanjiang 
RYT, Jikui $228, Hougong fa and Hanzhong j"4; the Nancheng section 
PALEEX, including the three administrative village regions of Zhenjiang #A7L, 
Zhenhai fA} and Nancheng fit#; the Zhenyang section #AKHEX, includ- 
ing the six administrative village regions of Jiangwei YL/£, Chenqiao MKF, 
Dongyang #K/H, Xizhu Pak, Zhangzhen 3K 4A and Nanji MH; the Lipu sec- 
tion #HEX including the four administrative village regions of Zhangzhen 
ik#4, Doumen [|], Lipu 4439 and Kuokou [i]; and the Bantou section 
EX including the seven administrative village regions of Kuokou fil, 
Dingdun Ji, Xiahuang P#%, Xiaocuo A/#, Bantou [xsk, Tiezao KE 
and Mulan 7“. 
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In the peripheral regions of the northern irrigated plain stretching along 
the mountains to the west and north, there are many kinds of small dams, 
reservoirs, weirs, lakes, and canals for storing up water for irrigation. The 
most important of these are the Yongfeng 7K==}# reservoir in Youxiangli 
74 Ji £2 sub-canton, which irrigates the lands of Xiaotang village 7448 south- 
west of Putian city; the Lixuntang Ji73# of Nanxiangli PA/1 # sub-canton 
which irrigates the village lands of Dongbei #RH#%, Caizhai #$5€ and Xialin 
“PAK; the Liangui Weir FAFEME of Zunxianli 5% sub-canton which irri- 
gates the villages of the Shangguo [#), Shanghuang #%{ and Houpu /at#; 
the Xiangfeng Moqianba dam All /2Ai] 4! which irrigates Shanghuang 3%, 
Houpu /ajfi, Xiaxu Fi, Guantang BYE, Xiawu P=, Chenglin je, and 
Houguo Ja 3h; the Xiawuziba dam Ff f+ which irrigates Houzhuo Ja, 
Xiaxu Fi and Xiawu / 5; the Donghu lake j{ai#f which irrigates Dantou 
IRS: the Xian guantang reservoir {K2¢'E }# which irrigates Guantang ‘HHH 
and Wanyao {jiZ%; the Chengtang reservoir {4 which irrigates Cheng- 
lin J&A, Wanyao (4%, and Beishan JL IL; the Linquanbei #(5R/% Weir in 
Xingjiaoli > Bl  sub-canton which irrigates Fushan }#|1|, Dongzhang Aa, 
Houting /a5*, Qinhou b/s, Shanhou [lJ/a, Xiake F 4] and Jingtou 
and the Jiufeng sanba three dams 7LIE = J! which irrigate Jiufeng 7LIE# aud 
Nanpu Pf villages. 

After the completion of the Dongzheng reservoir in 1960, the new canals 
of the Dongzhen irrigation system brought water to a group of villages 
higher up along the mountainside surrounding the northern irrigated plain. 
This relatively independent irrigation community includes the eleven villages 
of Nanmen Fal], Nanjiao FAX, Changlin #4*, Hongchen #Lx Longgqiao 
WA, Xiazheng FX, Yangxi 78, Yanshou ZEA, Sihua WI4F, Beida ILX, 
and Donghu ilali#H, At roughly the same time, efforts to extend the irrigation 
canals around the Taiping Weir enabled irrigation to reach the administra- 
tive village regions of Dubin #78, Matou #424, Longshan J¥ IL, Chengzhu 
YENA, and Xiyou YXifi. 










































































































































































2.2. The Higher Order Ritual Alliance Temples of the Northern 
Irrigated Plain 


The earliest of the central higher order regional alliance temples of the Yan- 
shou weir waterways of the northern irrigated plain was the Wu Zhangguan 
miao {EJ built in Gufeng PII on the southern bank of the Yanshou 
river XEAF]X. This temple is dedicated to the founder of the Yanshou Weir, 
Wu Xing 3%. Secondary gods include Wu Xing’s wife, nee Ye R4#IH KK, 
also known as Zhaohui furen “HA #45 \”, and his younger sister Wu Yuan 
St, also known as Wushi shengfei “3: fC3¢40”. This temple is locally 
known as the Gufengmiao TyIl#/FH. In the northern Song in Daguan 3 (1109) 
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the temple was granted a plaque inscribed with the words Fuying 4)¥ (Cer- 
tain response). In Shaoxing 19 (1149) in the Southern Song, Wu Xing was 
enfeoffed as Yiyonghou 53{% (Marquis of Righteousness and Bravery), 
and his cult was included in the official Register of Sacrifices. In the Ming 
and Qing the temple was repeatedly repaired, and sacrifices were offered to 
the god in the spring and autumn. Currently, the Gufengmiao temple is the 
main overall temple of the Yanshou sevenfold ritual alliance, and the villages 
in the alliance take turns presenting incense at the temple during the New 
Years yuanxiao festival. In addition, villages made up of descendants of Wu 
Xing such as Xizhu PUY and Wudao %/) make regular annual pilgrimages 
to the temple to request incense for their home temples if #/X. 

During the Ming and the Qing several regional central temples emerged 
within the drainage area of the Yanshou Weir. The most important of these 
are the Longxianmiao JVAv/FH in Yanxingli 2241 sub-canton, the Long- 
shangong 7V|1| in the Rendeli {1 sub-canton, and the Youshengtang 
(h28 in the Xiaoyili 4 4 sub-canton. 

The Longxianmiao J/.11/Fi is situated in Xinjiao 42%) village, at the meet- 
ing point of the Yanshou weir and the Mulan Weir irrigation sytems. The 
temple was built in the Ming Jiajing period (1522-1566) and is dedicated to 
Yanggong taishi 12S ii. Secondary gods include Yang Jiuniang *#7U4K, 
Tie daren #X A, and Ma daren 4X A. The temple is now the overall main 
temple of the Xinjiao four village 32}V44¥ ritual alliance. Every three years, 
Yanggong taishi is taken on a procession around the four villages of the 
Xinjiao ritual alliance, and then onwards to the villages of the adjoining 
Jiaoxia %) F-42358 sevenfold ritual alliance, the Qibu gijing sevenfold ritual 
alliance (27-che and the Changfeng sevenfold ritual alliance =E+cSa. 
There are nine overnight temples stationed along the route for the god to 
visit and rest in during the procession. The procession route extends over 
ten kilometers. 

Longshangong JV.‘ is situated on top of Longshan J hill, overlooking 
the point where the Yanshou Weir irrigation system merges with the Taiping 
Weir irrigation system. The temple was built in Qing Jiaqing 13 (1808) and 
was rebuilt in 1989. The temple is now the main overall temple of the Long- 
shan sevenfold ritual alliance 1¥.1|c4%. The temple has a front and a back 
hall. In the front hall, the goddess Imperially enfeoffed Tianshang shengmu 
#LETK _LEEt is worshipped. Secondary gods include Qitian dasheng 77K 
KE, Wusheng tianfei 322 X42, Chenshi zhenren PRA, Zhanggong 
shengjun §Kk7\°2#4, Mayang shengjun 474224, Fazhu xianfei EE (Il!4c, 
Oushi furen KK ERA A, Huban daren JEHEA A, and Wenlai yuanshuai Xi 
CIN. The back hall is dedicated to Guanyin dashi WHA with Weituo 
3582 and Jialan WI as secondary gods. There is also a Shanshengtang = 
“6 and a Feixianyan /Il/4 connected to the temple dedicated to Shijia 
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mouni ##wWZP JE, Yuhuang zhizun k= &, Deli shifu (2PHIIN{H and the 
Nine (He) Immortals 7L(Il|. Every twelve years, the Tianshang shengmu of 
Longshan temple is taken on a procession through the villages of the Long- 
shan sevenfold ritual alliance, as well as to the neighboring Fenglin H({C5a 
sevenfold ritual alliance, the Chengzhu six village alliance {2%47\#T, the 
Beida JtA i sevenfold ritual alliance, the two shé alliance of Shanghuang 
3a tt, the Lingci R24 CH sevenfold ritual alliance, the seven jia alli- 
ance of Qinhou b/s EC, the three jia alliance of Weiyang {4/H=#, the 
three village alliance of Sanshan =|||=W, the four shé alliance of Wanyang 
fiix-E PU, the two shé alliance of Houhuang /a i ft and the four shé alli- 
ance of Loutou {isk VU¢k. The procession moves through over fifty villages 
and takes between three to five days to complete. 

The Youshengtang {42 is situated in Dongdun 7RIGUN village on the 
side of the Baitang Fi}#H lake. The temple was built in Ming Hongwu 5 
(1372) and was rebuilt in 1970. This temple is the main overall temple of the 
Yangwei six village ritual alliance, and consists of three halls in a row (left, 
center, and right). The central hall is dedicated to Rulaifo AUK Hh Buddha, 
Guanyin dashi WlHA-E, and Yuantian shangdi 77-X_Lii7, with second- 
ary gods Tiankui Xft, Dikui SHEL, Weituo FBC, jialan {il-*, Yuanshu7c&, 
Puxing #{T and the Eighteen Lohan +-/\¥’ YX. The left hall is dedicated to 
Guansheng dijun 277 #, with Guan Ping + and Zhou Cang Jal as 
secondary gods. The right hall is dedicated to Qitian dasheng 77KA, with 
Tuzhu mingwang “HA as the secondary god. Every ten years or so (as 
determined by divination), Xuantian shangdi LR LIF is taken on proces- 
sion through the six village alliance of Yangwei {#/£7\#¥ and then on to 
the ritual alliances around Baitang lake including the four village alliance of 
Chengiao HRA PUAY, the five village alliance of Shangwu Ef 44, the three 
village alliance of Jikui $222 =, the three village alliance of Hougong fa’ 
=), the three village alliance of Zhenqian fAHi/—=W, and the four village 
alliance of Nancheng Fj 2P" ¢. The entire procession lasts about three days. 

The central temples of the Taiping Weir drainage system of the north- 
ern irrigated plain were originally divided between the two Shihuici [24 fal, 
also called the Taihemiao Aisi, situated in Wutang 4% (848) and in 
Fengling fvllti. The former temple is also the main center of management of 
the Lower Canal of the Taiping Weir irrigation system, while the latter is the 
management center of the Taiping Weir Upper Canal irrigation system. Both 
are dedicated to the founders of the Taihe Reservoir A#I##® He Yu {AE 
and Zou Fu # and to Cai Xiang £38, the founder of the Beiyang Five Res- 
ervoirs ILYF HH, as well as to the founder of the Taiping Weir Liu E J4 
xll¥3, Zeng Yonghu fH fe and Zhang Nie #5. Currently, the Shihuici of 
Wutang hi {Ht 2 fa] belongs to the Wuzi three shé alliance f4¢ =k, while 
the Shihuici of Fengling *hllti TH ¢"] belongs to the Wutang sevenfold ritual 
alliance 344-5. Neither temple has yet revived its ritual activities. 
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The central temple of the Mulan Weir drainage system in the northern 
irrigated plain was originally the Fengdashi miao /4XJifi-i built at the 
northern bank of the Lai river next to the Mulan Weir. This temple was 
built in Ming Wangli 37 (1609) and rebuilt in Qing Kangxi (1701). The tem- 
ple is dedicated to the “divine monk” Feng Zhiri J)E2 “*#(8” 747A who 
assisted Li Zhangzhe 4=4<7% in selecting the site for the Mulan Weir. Sec- 
ondary gods include the Xinghua District Magistrate Feng Xun /44)ll, who 
built the Hangkou dike #it[14 (also called the Lord Feng Dike /47\%#) in 
the northern irrigated plain. The Feng Dashi miao was always the center 
for management of the irrigation system of Nanxiangli FAj/fi #2 sub-canton. 
Currently the temple has been transformed into the Feng Zhiri Memorial 
Hall 444 A 202318, and it is managed by the Yushang two shé alliance llj_E 
—*t management committee. 

The main central temples of the Wangjiangli YT sub-canton of the 
northern irrigated plain are the Huiqingtang =/K‘ of the Tangtou thir- 
teen jia alliance H#54-+ =F and the Yongming Baoguosi 7K HAtK E> of the 
Xiawangjiang twenty-four ritual territorial alliance /S2/—+VUSi. The 
thirteen jia alliance of Tangtou is located in the former site of the ancient 
Jieyang Reservoir iill}#4. The alliance includes the villages of Houyang /mv=, 
Dongting {A]ZE, Tanwei (2/2, Xinpo #T4%, Huangcuo HJ, Sangu =H, 
Xiangli €l], Linbing fA, and Puwei J] within Wangjiangli sub-canton 
27. and the villages of Tangxi ##/§ and Tangbian $i in Yanshouli 
ji 7 HA sub-canton. This region originally relied upon water from springs on 
Nangshan ¥€{|| mountain. In the Yuan dynasty, after water from the Mulan 
Weir was led into the northern irrigated plain, the Xingang #r##£>+1 J sluice- 
gate was built, enabling water to go through the Shuixin river in Hanjiang 
(xYL7K-L YA] and pool up within the Jieyang reservoir wl]#}#. From there, 
water could be used to irrigate the villages within the Wangjiangli S271 4 
and Yanshouli “£4! sub-cantons that lie alongside the mountains. This 
irrigation project allowed the Tangtou thirteen jia village alliance to become 
a relatively independent irrigation system unto itself. 

The Huigingtang 2@/K& is located in Xihu PUYH (or Xiwu P45) village, 
at the boundary between the Wangjiangli $271. # and the Yongfengli 7k = #4 
sub-cantons. The temple was built in the Ming Chenghua period (1465-1487), 
and rebuilt in 1982. The local name of the temple is the Xihu temple “/4Y#f 
”. The main god worshipped is Zhanggong shengjun §k/\ 4. Secondary 
gods include Ciji zhenjun 7A #F, Tianshang shengmu X_EF, Dutian 
yuanshuai @PAICII, Jixiang dajiang AFA, Ma zhongjun 3414, Fude 
zhengshen fmf=iE fH, Dong shizhe Ak (S44 and Xi shizhe f4{4. There are 
also a number of subsidiary temples nearby including the Biyundian 47, 
dedicated to Yuhuang dadi 5X77, with the secondary gods Nandou 
xingjun Pa-}42 4%, Beidou xingjun Jt >+/2 #4. The Hongyundian ZX is 
dedicated to Xuantian shangdi “X_Li7ff. Secondary gods include Sanguan 
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dadi =F Aii7, and Zhengyi Wang Lingguan IE—=XH. The Pingtianci 
EK ti is dedicated to Sanyi jiaozhu =—#ACE (Lin Longjiang). The temple 
committee of the Huiqingtang is made up of representatives of the Tangtou 
thirteen village alliance. There is also a relatively independent Tanban tzHf 
spirit medium altar association which is responsible for ritual activities. Each 
year in which there is an intercalary lunar seventh month, Zhanggong sheng- 
jun is carried in a procession through the villages of the Tangtou thirteen 
jia ritual alliance #%54-- =H, and then on to the thirteen village alliance of 
Banliang [x42 = 7%. 

The Xiawangjiang twenty-four ritual territorial alliance F277 — Puss is 
located along the sea in Wangjiangli £271 #4 sub-canton. The alliance includes 
the Houguo three village alliance fa #—=/N,, the Wencuo three shé alliance 
im —=*t, the Aoshan sevenfold ritual alliance “\1/c4%, the Jingshan 
three village alliance fi|[| =, the Yangfang six village alliance @A7\N, 
the Duotou three village alliance =, the Gaomei five village alliance 
ia 524} and the Xinpu four shé alliance #T}#/U*tt. Water resources are 
extremely limited in this region, and the residents formerly made salt from 
the sea in large salt-beds. In the Yuan dynasty, after the construction of 
the Xingang sluice-gate #T/##5+/ J, water was led into the region from the 
Hanjiang Shuixin river }HYLAWLNA to Jindun 8%. Xinpu #N, Shang- 
gang [#8 Duotou Ik, and Baimei A 3 villages. In the Ming Chenghua 
period (1465-1487), a new canal was dug from Jindun 248% to Aoshan #4(L|, 
bringing water to irrigate Baimu A, Dongzeng 7K, Shishan fill, and 
Yanxun #7 villages. For this reason, the twenty-four ritual territorial alli- 
ance takes Jindun #49 village as its central node, and this region is also a 
relatively independent irrigation system. 

The Yongming baoguosi 7K HATK EEF ori monastery is located in 
Xinputou #ii% village of Xiawangjiang FEZYL sub-canton. The monas- 
tery was built in the Ming Wanli period oe 1620), and was rebuilt in 
1924 4F, and again in recent years. Currently the temple complex includes a 
Dabeidian A2ZE/R, the Jiuxiaodong (cavern temple) JL? ila, the Jingsantang 
iy =e" and the Chaoyang shuyuan #/H-[z. In the Dabeidian AZFIK the 
main god is Rulaifo 41K (#5 and the secondary gods are Guansheng diju XK 
#4 and Weituo zunzhe S3k@%. In the Jiuxiaodong FLA il the main 
gods are the Eight Immortals /\(IlJ, with the Nine He Immortals as second- 
ary gods {AJ FCFLIl|. The Qiongsantang 3 =e was originally in Singapore, 
but in recent years the gods were returned to their original place of ori- 
gin. The main god worshipped is Sanyi jiaozhn =—#CE (Lin Longjiang), 
and the secondary gods are Zhang Sanfeng  =II#, Zhuo zhenren HA, 
Guanyin dashi WHA, Tiangong yuanshuai FAZS7c II) and Fude zheng- 
shen ffi 1E##. The Chaoyang shuyuan SASH“ is dedicated to Wenchang 
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dijun Sif, with Kuidou xingjun fis} 4 and Luer Mamu [JL St 
as secondary gods. Prior to Liberation, the Yongming baoguosi 7<HA7 ESF 
served as the management center for the Xiawangjiang irrigation system. The 
local scholar literati formed a literary society which took charge of irrigation 
matters as well. Currently, the temple committee, made up of representa- 
tives of the twenty-four ritual territories, has not yet revived large scale ritual 
activities. 

In addition to these central temples intricately linked to their respective 
irrigation systems, the Xinghua Prefectural *4( LT IKMEIH City God temples 
of Putian and the Lijiang #£YTIKMEIH City God temple of Hanjiang } YT. 
were also important regional central temples for the northern irrigated plain. 
The Xinghua Prefectural City God temple was built during the northern Song 
in the Taiping xingguo period (976-983), and for centuries was a center of 
the official sacrificial cult. During the Ming and Qing this temple was the 
headquarters of the Xinghua prefectural Daoist office, the Daojisi %4{L/Ti8 
205]. Prior to 1949, the Xinghua prefectural City God temple was the central 
temple of the thirty-six wards of Putian walled city. Each year on 1/13 the 
temple held rituals for the Yuanxiao festival, and on 5/19 the birthday of 
the City God was celebrated, while the god’s wife was feted on 6/8. During the 
Ming and Qing, on the days of Middle Prime (Zhongyuan 7/15) and Lower 
Prime (10/15), the City God temple held ritual sacrifices to the orphan ghosts 
224 as part of the Rites of Universal Salvation (pudu). Each year when there 
was an intercalary lunar 2nd month, the City God would go on a procession 
around the thirty-six wards of the city. After Liberation, the City God temple 
as converted into a hospital, and it is only now gradually being rebuilt. The 
temple has preserved a stele composed in Hongzhi 7 (1494) and entitled *4(L. 
WY ESE xh FH FH! (Inscription on the restoration of the City God temple of 
Xinghua Prefecture) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:123, No. 107). 

The Lijiang City God temple of Hanjiang YT JXM2/H was built in Qing 
Kangxi 1666 and it is the central temple of the twenty-four wards of Hanji- 
ang city. Prior to (1949), the Lijiang City God temple was managed by local 
gentry literati who formed a literary society. Each year on lunar 1/19 they 
held rituals in honor of the yuanxiao festival, and on 5/19 they celebrated the 
birthday of the City God with major rites. Each year in which there was an 
intercalary 5th month, the City God would be carried on procession around 
the twenty-four wards of Hanjiang. After Liberation, the Lijiang City God 
temple was converted into a Cultural Center. The temple was rebuilt in 1985, 
at the urging of Overseas Chinese advocates. The temple has now revived 
many of its traditional ritual activities. These activities are coordinated by a 
temple committee consisting of representatives of the twenty-four wards of 
Hanjiang city. 
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2.3. Sub-cantons of the Northern irrigated plain 


Changtaili sub-canton #28 had four villages in the small region irrigated 
by the Beiyang system in the mid-Qing: Yanshou %£4, Xiazheng FX, 
Wuzhuang 5=FE and Yangxi {#/§. The survey located seven villages cur- 
rently organized into three ritual alliances (A073 (partial), 097, 098). Note 
that the Dongzhen Reservoir was not completed until the 1960s. 

Xiaoyili sub-canton i included thirty-eight villages in the Qing. These 
were Shanglin -#{, Xitou 7454, XikouJAH, Yimen XI], Xigeng PARE, 
Xiadai Fk, Changshan 44/1, Dapan AV, Putou Sik, Nangou PAY, 
Haoting 3, Dengkekou &#}H, Siting J45%, Chenqiao hf, Sanbu =77, 
Xugiao (Rtv, Xishi Poff, Xizhang PHYS, Jindian #i/5, Dongdun 7RE 
Shangnan [F, Huanggouxiang S274, Xiyang PHY#, Zhenqian #HAll, 
Xiaohu 44/7, Mudou #294, Xihu PEYHH, Gonghou A/a, Yakou 4 U, Hou- 
liugong Ja wes, Xiacai 28, Shangyu 4, Houting /a5*, Yangwei (E/E, 
Tangbian $#i4, Nancheng Fat&, Zhijie H.{#1 and Dacheng A‘. The survey 
located many more villages currently organized into over fifteen ritual alli- 
ances (A073, 74, 83-96). 

Xingjiaoli sub-canton 42 included twenty-five villages in the Qing: 
Xinan 4A, Ganyuan fH hd, Nanshan_ PALL, Houshan Jail, Gucen 8x3 
Jiuqiu FU, Hongdu HEE, Houting fa, Dongzhang 75K, Linwai PRY, 
Fenglin #i#*, Wutang fSH8, Xialiu FX, Taipingzhuang “YEE , Donggong 
FRA, Sizhou W43, Wuzi FRE, Songban FABX, Qian’an Ail/#z, Linggian li Bill, 
Wanyao {ii2%, Loutou jfk, Putou }i5k, Chencuowei VERE and Xikou 
YU. The survey located forty-nine willages currently organized into eleven 
different ritual alliances (A114—A124). 

The Zunxianli 4 sub-canton included ten villages in the Qing: Dan- 
tou YK, Xitianwei FUE, Donghuang /K ex, Banludian AES/5, Miaoqian 
FSH, Shuiliuli 7K27t FN, Xialiu FX, Baidu Att, Xiawei 23, and Qixi #& 
1K. The survey located thirty-five villages currently organized into five differ- 
ent ritual alliances (A099-103).

The survey found 
sixty-seven villages in this area, which are currently organized into ten ritual 
alliances (A104—-114). 

Yanxingli sub-canton ZE344 included twenty-three villages in the Qing: 
Lupu F3§, Doumentou ++" ]3&, Guilin £4, Dongzhou FRI, Donggou FRY, 
Nanji PS, Fudun (8% Qiandun AIH, Xizhu gidun FHYRCH, Jiangbian 
73, Huanggoubian 7434, Xingou #174, Huangdun 4%, Dongyang /K/H, 
Xiawutang FP #%, Gouxi 447 and Tiancen FH%. Currently, the villages 
of this region are organized into over six ritual alliances (A077-82). Note 
that two villages currently south of the Mulan river are included in this sub- 
canton, as the course of the river changed in the Daoguang period.

Longqiao WA%, Xishan 
PALL, Laoyeshu ZIT, Beimo JL/E, Xiamo FE, Xishan PHL, Dongmen- 
jie AR (81, Xishé PHtt, Fangwei #7, Meihuating fE/E5*, Zhougoucen 
fal7) 4, Doumentou ++/ Jk, Xiadun FI, Kuokoujie fF] (#1. Currently, 
many villages have been razed to make way for the expansion of Putian city, 
but the communities are still organized into over three ritual alliances (A070, 
072, 075). 

Nanxiangli FA/fe 2 sub-canton included eighteen villages in the Qing: 
Nanmenjie Fal (£1, Houxiang /a#, Gouxiaxiang 74 F4, Goutou J4)3k, 
Dongpu Ri, Xialin P44, Hangtou #54, Yushang llf_E, Xiaocuo AUB, 
Xiecuo PE, Liugiao fl, Tingdun 4%, Wudun EX, Xiahuang Fas, 
Xiadu FEE, Huangcuodun 4%, and Diwei $¢/£. Currently, the area is 
undergoing rapid urban sprawl, as Putian expands in all directions. Com- 
munal rites are still organized by nineteen villages in ten ritual alliances

The Jiuliyang 7L{4%¥ irrigated plain refers to the plain around Jiangkou YL U1 
town at the mouth of the Qiulu river #K YX. This area has a population 
of over 50,000 people, and a cultivable area of over 1,600 acres. The area 
is administered by over twenty administrative village units and residential 
committees. 





3.1. The Jiuliyang Irrigation System 


The Nan’an Weir Fa #Z(X, the central installation of the Jiuliyang irrigation 
system, was built on the lower reaches of the Qiulu river in Northern Song 
Taiping Xingguo 2 (977). The Nan’an Weir is located in the vicinity of Shi- 
shi 4) village. The weir extends for 342 meters, slowing the river’s flow 
and diverting water into a channel 5|7K|#] on the south side of the river. 
The Jiuliyang system includes the weir, this channel, and all the associated 
secondary canals, sea-dikes, and sluice-gates. This is an entirely separate irri- 
gation system, from that which irrigates the rest of the northern irrigated 
plain, described above. 

The Jiuliyang irrigation system is divided into three main channels, and 
nineteen secondary canals. This system of channels and canals extends for 
30 kilometers. Water is led from the Nan’an Weir down to Qianwang vil- 
lage HI/-E, where one channel takes water eastwards to irrigate the villages 
that formed into the town of Jiangkou, namely Xiaoyi # X, Liujing XJ #-, 
Xinjing #TH#;, Qianhui Hil, Duweitou FS‘ and Gangxia ## F. The main 
channel next divides into three major south flowing channels. The Upper 
Channel irrigates Qianwang Hil -E, Shantou [1/54, Shangkui '#, Dongtian 
7RE, Banewei FZ, Xiaxiao / A, Shangcai 2% and Shangfang 77. The 
Central Channel irrigates Shanglin E#{, Shangfang £77, Shiting Af, 
Pucheng #fiJik, Dongshi FRM, Xiliu FEX'), Shepu #2378, Houguo Ja Zh, Xialiu 
FX!) and Tiantou FHS. The Lower Channel irrigates Wudun ©, Youdun 
V5, Dingdun J, Xiadun FH, Xindun #4, Goushang }4)_E, Xiacuo 
“P/E, Zhangcuo 3k/s, and Dongcai #¥. 

The Jiuliyang irrigation system has many sluice-gates connecting to the main 
channels and others emptying into the sea. These sluice-gates have intimate 
relations with the dikes along the seacoast. The most important of the inner 
sluice-gates are the Duwei Toudou sluice-gate &|k>+["] which irrigates 
Waidai YM and Oudai KE lands: the Goushang houshepu sluice-gate 74) _E 
fa ttt] which irrigates the Xinfeng dike lands #T==5H1; Goushang 
Liaocuotou Y4_L Fst] and Xiagoutou FYE] sluice-gates which 
irrigate Zhoudai FER, Hedai {AJE#, Dongcaidai RSe5%, and Xiliu YX!) dike 
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lands; Houguo sluice-gate Ja ¥i=+|"] which irrigates Tiantou village lands 
|3k. The principal outer sluice-gates are the Waidai sluice-gate Y)3#5+1"], 
the Oudai sluice-gate KkER+)], the Zhuodai sluice-gate FIL], the 
Hedai sluice-gate {MJ5#>+1"], the Xinfengdai sluice-gate #=F5R-+], the Xia- 
dun sluice-gate FI§{2+I], the Dongcaidai sluice-gate 75 S5#S+1"], the Xili- 
udai sluice-gate FY xXER>+["] and the Tiantou sluice-gate FH s+1J. 

The sea-dikes of the Jiuliyang irrigation system extend for ten kilometers. 
These were originally part of different local dikes and associated reclaimed 
fields. From 1970 onwards, the Jiuliyang sea-dikes have been repaired and 
integrated, so that they now form a unified structure. 























































































































3.2. The Higher Order Regional Alliance Temples of the Jiuliyang 
irrigation system 


The central temple of the Jiuliyang irrigation system was originally the 
Nan’anbei Baogongci FA ZZ/K{K tA] (Shrine to Repay the Merit of (build- 
ing) the Nan’an (Weir) located in Wuliting 445%. This temple was dedi- 
cated to those officials who had worked on the Nan’an Weir over the ages, 
including Chen Hongjin RHEVE, Cai Xiang 438, Fang Tingshi 77 £3 and 
Huang Lian #45i#. The temple also functioned as the management center for 
the Jiuliyang irrigation system. In the late Qing, the Nan’anbei Baogongci 
Fa PARI f4] was first moved to the Donglaisi in Jiangkou, and later the 
irrigation system was managed out of the Jiangkou Dongyueguan, {L175 i$ 
Wl. In this way, the Dongyueguan 75 f7%i) and the Donglaisi #5>K3F became 
the central temples of the Jiuliyang irrigation system. 

The Jiangkou Dongyueguan is dedicated to Dongyue zhusheng dadi 7 sit 
TEA Aw, with the Kings of the Ten Underworlds —+-/fzl4JE as secondary 
gods, along with Wenchang dijun (i 7ff 4, and Huweishen Caojiangjun fF L. 
4H F}-2E, Each year the Dongyueguan organizes large scale rituals. The most 
important are the 3/28 birthday celebration for Dongyue Dadi “#747 ike” 
and the 4/15 celebrations for General Cao “#47 iit”. During the yuanxiao fes- 
tival, all the villages of the Jiuliyang irrigation system come to present incense 
at the Dongyueguan, and the local Daoist ritual masters gather together to 
perform Daoist rites in what is locally known as the Saigonghui (assembly 
of the Daoists) “!iiZ\=”. Every ten years or so, the Emperor of the Eastern 
Peak and General Cao goes on a procession around the Jiuliyang irrigated 
plain. These processions last from three to five days, and every village has to 
organize ritual units (performance troupes) to add to the splendour of the 
occasion, so that the number of participants is several tens of thousands. 

The Jiangkou Donglaisi 7.175 KF monastery is a “comprehensive” tem- 
ple complex. The central hall is the Daxiongbaodian AEX dedicated to 
Shijia mouni Buddha ¥#3WI12F JE. There is also a Yuhuangge - 5/4] dedicated 
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to the Jade Emperor A 77, and a Lingxianmiao XX 41Jfi dedicated to the 
local tutelary deity Peng Taishan 574e\I|. Finally, there is also a Sanjiaoci 
= #1") dedicated to Sanyi jiaozhu Lin Zhao’en =—AC-EMIL/A and a Tan- 
yueci Kei fA] (Shrine of the Patrons) dedicated to the patrons of the mon- 
astery over the ages, as well as a Dejianci (##f#] (Shrine for Meritorious 
Construction) dedicated to the officials who built and maintained the Nan’an 
Weir and the Jiuliyang irrigation system. These temples are all rather small, 
with only one hall each with two or three rooms, and there is only lim- 
ited worship at these sites. Only the temple of Peng Taishan #741], known 
locally as a deity with the head of a demon and the tail of a god WEA tHEE, 
attracts a steady stream of worshippers. From the Qing onwards, the Donglaisi 
has been a subsidiary temple of the Dongyueguan. The temple is managed 
by a temple management committee composed of representatives of all the 
villages in the Jiuliyang irrigation system. 
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3.3. The Sub-cantons and ritual alliances of the Jiuliyang plain 


From the Song onwards, the Jiuliyang was divided into three sub-cantons, 
which by the end of the Qing contained twenty-nine villages. These were 
distributed as follows: 

Daixianli (1 sub-canton included eleven villages in the Qing: Guan- 
hou ‘fifa, Youlong jl, Qianwang Hil, Shangkui itt, Goushang 74_L, 
Chendun KS, Xindun #1 Wudun 5%, and Xiadun FE. Currently 
the area within the irrigated plain of this sub-canton is divided into three 
ritual alliances (A147-9), with twenty-four villages. These include the town 
of Jiangkou, which formed through the merging of seven fishing villages. 

Yongfengli 7 += # sub-canton included fifteen villages in the Qing: Bangwei 
FSFE, Houfang fa77, Dongtian 75H, Shangcai |, Xiaxiao FA, Youdun 
Wi#BL Shiting 4 HE, Shangfang £77, eee L#K, Dongshi “fii, Pucheng 
IDM, Xiliu FX), Xincuo #1, Dongcai 7S and Xicai PHS. Currently, this 
area is divided into five ritual alliances (A150- 153), one of which extends 
beyond the original borders of the sub-canton. There are over forty villages 
in these alliances. 

The Wangjiangli £2YT #1 sub-canton was described above. However, this 
sub-canton included a small area in the northernmost corner irrigated by the 
Jiuliyang system with three villages in the mid-Qing: Shepu #73}, Houguo 
fa# and Tiantou H13. This area mostly is part of the Beiyang northern 
irrigated plain, and was opened up in the late Qing.

The four shé ritual alliance of Beitou (Head of the Weir) is situated along the 
side of the main irrigation channel that emerges directly from the side of the 
Mulan Weir and proceeds straight through the southern irrigated plain. This 
was the main channel first dug in 1082. This area was originally part of the 
Mulanbeipu 7=<|<4iii (police/defense unit) and the Baidulingpu A LIS a 
of the Weixinli sub-canton 4%. In the Ming, the village of Beitou [RS 
was already settled in this area. In the early Qing the villages of Tiezao #&Kt 
and Baiyuling 1 -Klli separated off and became independent villages. In the 
late Qing, the village of Wumen | | branched off as well. 

The Xieying Li Zhangzhemiao {1}. 15 4 IH and the Qianfeimiao FICE 
by the side of the Mulan Weir were the main overall temples of the four shé 
alliance of Beitou \H, and each year during the Yuanxiao festival the gods 
of these temples would be carried in a procession through the villages of the 
alliance. Currently, the Li Zhangzhe miao has been turned into the Mulan 
Weir Irrigation System Museum 7“ 7K Fl/Z00 78, and the Qianfeimiao 
has turned into the village temple of Beitou village [¥5<N. Thus the Yuan- 
xiao overall procession has not yet been revived. 

The original inhabitants of the Beitou four shé alliance were the descen- 
dants of founders of the Mulan Weir, Li Hong 42% and the descendants 
of the Fourteen Families of Shuinan responsible for the maintenance of the 
Mulan irrigation system. For this reason, most of the villages in the alliance 
are mixed surname villages. In the late Qing feuding banner alliances, the 
Beitou four shé ritual alliance belonged to the red banner alliance.

A group of stelae, ancient and modern, have been gathered 
and are displayed in the grounds of the Museum. As the Mulan Weir is one

The temple was built in the Wanli 
period (1573-1620), and renovated during the Qianlong period (1736-1795).

This area was part of 
the Shendu Goukoupu (police/defense unit) “AH Hi and the Henggou 
Qianhuangpu #YAAU Ba, both of which were part of the Weixinli sub- 
canton AEBT FA. The ritual alliance includes Goukou 74H, Xiaqutou FY 
Qiandun fiJ# Zhongdun HH and Houdun fa JA. In the Ming, the villages 
of Henggou fitY4 and Qianhuang Hi/i{ were inhabited. In the Qing, the fol- 
lowing villages branched off from these settlements: Goukou 74H, Gouxia 
JAAR, Gouxi YJ FH, Qiandun Hi Zhongdun HAH, Houdun fa #%, Qingcha 
Bt€ and Wangzhuang £/£, a total of eight villages in all. Wangzhuang 
EF is now called Yunzhuang Z/£, which was part of the Wangzhuang 
zhenwei pu —E/EJI|FESH] of Hugongli sub-canton #74, but because the 
early village settlers were Wangs -E who were related to and divided off from 
the Wangs of Qingcha village BYE, this village also is part of the Goukou 
sevenfold ritual alliance 4H Ci. 
The Xiangshangong #11/'% temple, located in the village lands of Qingcha 
il village, was originally the main temple of the Goutou Thirteen Vil- 
lage alliance 43 += as well as being the main temple of the Goukou 
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sevenfold ritual alliance 741 -Eti. The main goddess of the temple is Qian- 
shi shengfei #&&=£4C, with secondary gods Li Zhen 2842, Dashi A(# and 
Ershi —{%. Formerly, each year during the Yuanxiao festival in the first 
lunar month, each of the villages in the various alliances based in the temple 
would go to the Xiangshangong temple to invite the god to their village, and 
on a day determined by divination, would take part in a collective proces- 
sion around all the villages of the alliance. Currently, Qingcha HY€, Goukou 
JU, and Yunzhuang ZIE still go to the Xiangshangong to invite the god- 
dess, but the ritual alliances have not yet revived the general processions and 
collective rituals. 

During the Ming and Qing, the Huang #% and the Chen |Mf lineages were 
prominent lineages with successful examination candidates. In Qianhuang 
Hil@#t there was a Jinshi (Metropolitan Graduate) E47 memorial arch, 
and in Henggou #74) there was a Zhenjie (Chaste Widow) i717} memo- 
rial arch.

It was part of the Pubanpu j#i/4H} (police/defense unit) of the 
Nanli sub-canton Fj 7) 4. In the Ming the area had the village of Puban jFaDX, 
which in the Qing divided off into the village of Shangdun _E Jf. Currently 
the area has divided into the seven large settlements of Houzheng Ja Xt, 

Xijiao FEA, Yaogou HEYY, Goucen 744, Shangdun 8%, Houdai Jatt, and 
Peiwei jifiE. The entire area currently has over 6000 people The main liveli- 
hood is agriculture. There is a shortage of agricultural land. During the Land 
Reform movement, each person was distributed a mu (1/6th of an acre) of 
land, but now each person can only get around half of the previous amount. 
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There is also a shortage of water. The local people once fought with those 
from Donggou 7KY4) over water rights. 

The Qixingmiao ((42/i temple located in Houzheng Jaki village is the 
main overall temple of the sevenfold ritual alliance.

In the Ming Zhengde 
period (1506-1521), the local resident Zheng Yue #513, who had served as 
Vice-Minister of Revenue, had a tertiary irrigation canal dug leading into 
the Puban area from a secondary channel of the Mulan irrigation system. 
This would cause large-scale problems within the irrigation system as a 
whole, but it did bring immediate benefit to the Puban area. Zheng Yue also 
built the Puban lishé ah 4k. The Zheng now occupy the four villages of 
Xijiao FUf4, Houzheng Jax, Yaogou HEY, and Goucen 74/4. The Zheng 
make up more than 3000 people. The Dai # have more than 1700 people. 
They are settled in Houdaijiao fa #49 village. The Lin f{ and the Zhu 7 
each have more than 100 people. 

In the feuding banner alliances of the late Qing, the villages of the Puban 
sevenfold ritual alliance were all members of the white banner alliance.

The Zheng #5 moved to this 
area from Puban j#i/%, and are divided into four branches: the First Branch 
SkI§, Houcuo Jal, Xicuoli Pa/#22, and Fourth Branch PU, of which 
the Houcuo branch has the most people, at approximately 300 people. 
There used to be an ancestral hall, but it was later burnt down. The Houcuo 
branch used to have a lineage genealogy, but it has been lost. Their ances- 
tral tombs are in lower Hushi township - 274. Having moved to Dongjiao 
from Xili FHF] in Huangshi #44, the Li 4 lineage is now divided into 
five branches: Xiacuo F/#, Toucuo if, Tingjingtou THA, Xibian PEW) 
and Xincuoding #1/# Jil, of which Houcuo has the most people, with more 
than 500 people. There is a lineage genealogy which is identical to that of 
the Li of Yangwei }#E2X. The Wu 5 have over 100 people, and are 
divided into three lineage branches: With more than 100 people, the Xian 
branch 'st/} has the most people.

Qingjiang is also known as Qingpu YM iHi, and is located between the main 
channel in front of the Yangcheng sluice-gate PEYK+[JHTAVA and the 
main channel in front of the Lindun sluice-gate (§{-+1 Ji] AvVAwithin the 
Mulan irrigation system. This area was part of the Qingjiangpu YaiLfiii of 
the Putianli sub-canton #1. The area was already developed in the Ming, 
and was called a qijing (sevenfold ritual alliance) at that time. The area now 
has over 10, 000 people, and it is divided into the three Administrative Vil- 
lages of Qingzhong Y#'#, Qingqian iH, and Qinghou lala. 

The Beijidian slat and the Lingcigong X24 temples in Qinghou 
jfJq are the main overall temples of the Qingjiang three village ritual alli- 
ance. These temples are jointly managed by a temple committee made up 
of representatives of the three villages of the alliance and the rituals of the 
temples are also jointly organized. The main god of the Beijidian ALAR is 
Xuantian shangdi “%K_L7, while the main god of Lingcimiao X#4/Fi is 
Tianshang shengmu aes Every ten years, Xuantian shangdi is taken 
on a procession around the three villages of the alliance. 

This area was famous in the Ming for producing examination graduates, 
and the six lineages of the Zhou J#], Weng “ti, Lin #, Chen Ik, Huang 3 
and Zheng KS together had nineteen Jinshi gE (Metropolitan Graduates) 
and forty-six Juren 4 ( (Provincial Graduates). The Zhou lineage alone 
produced twelve Jinshi i##-¢ and twenty-five Juren 4$ \. In Ming Zhengtong 
6 (1441) a Dengke &#+tf435 memorial archway was set up in honor of Zhou 
Ying /#]52. In Ming Zhengtong 9 (1444) a Jinshi #¢-F/47 memorial arch- 
way was set up in honor of Weng Shizi Sit. In Ming Zhengtong period 
(1436-1449) a Lianfang #477 #57 memorial archway was set up in honor of 
the Weng lineage %j. In Ming Jingtai 5 (1454) a Xiuyi #74457 memorial 
archway was set up in honor of Zhou Zhe /#] #4. In Ming Chenghua 9 (1473) 
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a Zhenjie <7 h¥45 memorial archway was set up for the Zhou lineage Jal. 
In Ming Hongzhi 9 (1496) a Xiuyi ##2<h57 memorial archway was set up 
for Zhou Jinlong JaloERE. 

There is a Zhou Ancestral hall. The Gui Yuanci f£%i 4%] of the Zhou Lin- 
eage preserves a stele composed in Chenghua 16 (1408) entitled j# 7/4] Rax 
OHM, (Stele inscription on the Qingjiang Zhou lineage Hall of the Remote 
Ancesters) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995: 107, No. 96). The text of a stone 
inscription about this or a related lineage hall was composed in Zhengde 
12 (1517) by Lin Jun */&, and is entitled Al KFURER fic (Record of the 
main hall of the western branch of the Zhou lineage) (Epigraphical Materials, 
1995: 141, No. 120). 

In the late Qing feuding banner alliances, the three village ritual alliance 
of Qingiang was part of the white banner alliance.

This area was part of the Ninghaipu Ti#4ii and the Dong- 
wupu /<4ii of the Lianjiangli sub-canton #7. #4, and the Yudai Xilipu 
ATER PG ARG of the Putianli sub-canton #3 HH. In the Ming, this area had 
two villages: Xiadai FE and Ninghai TY (Qiaodou f¥##) and in the early 
Qing, three more villages separated off; these were Xiajiangtou FYL in 
Lianjiangli EYL sub-canton and Xili FHF) and Yudai 44 in Putianli 
Fa HH A sub-canton. 

The Jiuchamiao 2433/5 FH temple, located in Qiaodou iwae village, is the 
main temple for the five village ritual alliance. The main god is Jiucha dashen 

2122 4H, Each year in the beginning of the second lunar month, the five 
villages hold a collective procession and rites in honor of Jiaocha dashen. 

There were no examination graduates from this region, and the origins of 
the different surname groups are rather complex, but each surname main- 
tains its own relatively independent settlement, so each village has its own 
main surname group.

In the past, the main 
livelihood of the Jiangdong people was fishing, so their boats are all moored 
by the sea side, thus the place was also called Wanchuangian (meaning ten 
thousand boats in the front) AHI. The entire village currently has more 
than 6000 Peoples and they are divided into four neighborhoods: Dongza 
FRA, Xiza PEAR, Zhongjing Hie, and Yijing Ca. All of these areas are 
managed by the Jiangdong Administrative Village {L7R{TECAY. The local 
temple ritual system is divided into twelve shé ritual associations on the basis 
of different surnames. 

The Pukougong iH of Jiangdong is the main overall temple of the 
twelve shé ritual alliance.

Apart 
from this, Donghu 7544, a natural village subsidiary to Huazhong 44, also 
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participates in the ritual activities of the three village ritual alliance of Dong- 
hua. Chongshengmiao =2=£/fi temple, located in Huazhong village, is the 
main temple for the three village ritual alliance.

In the Ming, village of Tangxia }# F was already settled, and in the Qing 
several villages separated off, including Goujiao 14 14)F4, Qiangou Hily4), Dong- 
qiaotou FRA K, Xigiao PUA, Qianyuan Hija, Kangcuo ER/# and Datie J #. 
Currently there are over 8000 people in the thirteen village ritual alliance. 
The villages of the alliance which are managed by the two Administrative 
Villages of Shadi 7) 4é and Tianma K4. The temple ritual system is divided

In the feuding banner alliances at the end of the Qing, the uneen villages 
of the Tangxia ritual alliance all belonged to the black banner alliance.

Huiyang village was originally part of the Huiyangpu 
FEYE-4Hi of the Lianjiangli sub-canton i7L #4. In the Ming the village of Hui- 
yang was already settled, and in the Qing the villages of Dongmian 7K iH, 
Fangcuoding 77/# Jil and Duwei JZ separated off from Huiyang village. 
Nowadays all these villages have joined back together into one continuous 
“natural village”, but with a overall population of over 11,000 people. Hui- 
yang is managed by two Administrative Village Committees: namely Hui- 
shang #4 and Huixia #{ F. The temple ritual system is divided primarily 
on the basis of surname groups into eight shé ritual associations. 

The Fengxunshé )X\}7 ££ temple of Huishang #4_E is the founding shé altar

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of Huixia { F is the main temple of Huiyang (see below). These temples are 
managed by a temple committee made up of representatives of the eight shé 
ritual associations. Each year with a intercalary third lunar month, Zunzhu 
mingwang @ EAA and Houtu furen fa A of Fengxunshé )x}#¢t are 
taken on a procession to the eight shé altars of the alliance. 

In the Ming, Houyang was famous as a region that produced examination 
graduates. The five main lineages of the area, the Fang 77, Zhou /4], Wu &, 
Yu 4 and Liu »') together had six Jinshi i/f (Metropolitan Graduates) and 
fourteen Juren 4% \ (Prefectural Graduates). In Ming Hongzhi 4 (1491), the 
Xinghua Prefect “(LAI set up a Jinshi ETH#7 memorial archway in 
honor of the Fang lineage 77. In Ming Hongzhi 10 (1497), the Xinghua Pre- 
fect set up another Jinshi anne: memorial archway, this time to honor 
the Wu lineage %. 

In the feuding banner alliances at the end of the Qing, the eight shé of 
Huiyang were part of the white banner alliance. 

2. Surname groups Currently, the main surname groups are the Fang 77, 
Chen [¥f, Wu &, Liu X!] and Zhou /#].

2 (1489), the Xinghua Prefect set up a Chaoyang mingfeng FHBAM"S x Ayi 
memorial archway in honor of the Zhang lineage of Chengkou /&H15K.

The inscription reads further: “Tang yuanhe wuzi (808) 
Metropolitan Graduate and Editor in the Palace Library Zhang Shi 5K3C 
bequeathed land to build a hall. Song Taiping Tianguo xuyin (808) Gen- 
eral of the Palace Army Zhang Songhui SKK expanded it; Song Shaoxing 
renzi (1132) Grand Master for Closing Court Zhang Dounan GkS+RA rebuilt 
the hall.”

In 
the Qing the following villages were settled: Xiahuang F #8, Xiadu P/E, 
Huangcuodun 2/2, Daiwei ERE, Xiecuo H/F (Shecuo *t/#), Xiaocuo 
FJ, Houdun fa and Bantou $X3k. Later, due to a change in the course 
of the Mulan river, Daiwei £/€ village was divided into Upper Shangdaiwei 
_EGRFE and (Lower) Xiadaiwei F 4/2. Currently the area has nine villages, 
which are managed by the following Administrative Villages: Xiahuang F 
ta, Xiaocuo Ai/#, Bantou Jk and Xinxi #ATBUN. The local temple 
ritual system is divided according to the original village shé altars into seven 
ritual territories Chi.

The current total population is approximately 5000 people, 
who are managed by the Nanmen Administrative Village Fal ]{TEXAY. In 
the recent years, due to the expansion of the urban area, Nanmen village 
has been completely modified into an urban neighborhood, and its original 
settlement structures can no longer be recognized. However, since most of 
the local temples are either well preserved or have been rebuilt in different 
locations, local inhabitants can still participate in ritual activities according to 
the original lishé #4*t and temple *#!/Hi systems.

Water is diverted north of 
the Shihua Weir to irrigate the lands of the following villages of Chang- 
taili #4842 sub-canton: Xiazheng [#S and Yangxi 4 and the villages 
of Xialiu FX], Baidu Att, Xiawei FEE, Qixi (2/4, and Dantou 34 of 
Zunxianli @t 1 sub-canton. 

This area was part of the Longgiaopu Jf7fi} (police/defense unit) of 
the Dongxiang sub-canton #5 /fi #4.

The area was part of the Yuhu Jinfupu JME Aaa 
(police/defense unit) of Dongxiangli sub-canton *K/ff #2 and the Longjin 
gushanpu J7%74 LL4if of the Hugongli sub-canton #AZ\—. This area had 
the village of Baihushi Fij#{rf in the Song, and the market streets of Kuokou 
{iJ [178T in the Ming. In the late Song and early to mid-Ming, Kuokou vil- 
lage was near the site of the closest harbor for boats coming up the mouth 
of the Mulan river 7X~“?7% to deliver goods to Putian city. In the Qing, due 
to a change in the course of the Mulan river, the two villages of Kuokou and 
Gushan were divided up, the former in the northern irrigated plain, and the 
latter now part of the southern irrigated plain. The local temple ritual system 
is divided into seven ritual territories. 
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In the past five years, these villages have been torn down to make way for 
new highways around Putian FH city, sometimes without adequate com- 
pensation to the villagers. The temples have been moved into a suburb on 
the outskirts of the expanding city of Putian, surrounded on all sides by rows 
of apartment buildings. There are now six newly built temples standing in 
a row. These village temples are often the last building left standing when 
villages are razed, as negotiations continue to the last minute regarding the 
compensation for the temple and the new site of the moved temple.

In Ming Jingtai 
4 (1453), the Xinghua Prefect set up a Jinshi EEA memorial archway 
in honor of the Wu lineage. The following year, Ming Jingtai 5 (1454) the 
Putian District Magistrate FAH All set up a Zhuoxiu #275455 memorial 
archway in honor of the Wu lineage . Soon thereafter, in Ming Chenghua 
9 (1473) the i fZ(E) 5H Regional Inspector set up a Jinshi HE }#4I7 memo- 
rial archway in honor of the Chen lineage.

This 
area was part of the Chenqiao Sanfupu [KM = Aili (police/defense unit) of 
Xiaoyili sub-canton = “4. In the Ming the villages of Chengiao MRT 
and Sanbu = #7 were already settled. In the late Qing, the villages of Houdun 
fa and Hanba ji! separated off. Currently these villages are managed 
by the Chenqiao Administrative Village !t7i{T EX. The temple ritual order 
is divided up according to shé-altars and temples into a sevenfold ritual 
alliance. 

The Wenchenggong SChX' temple, located in Houdun Jai village, is 
the main temple of the sevenfold alliance. The Wanan taizhushé WAH 
£t is the founding shé-altar of the sevenfold alliance Ciii#H¢k. Each year 
on lunar 1/27, the general Yuanxiao festival of the alliance is celebrated. This 
is organized by the temple committee made up of representatives of each of 
the members of the alliance. 

In the feuding banner alliances of the end of the Qing, the four village 
alliance of Chenqiao was part of the white banner alliance.

There were six brothers who 
moved to Putian and established six villages (Chenqiao K%, Wujiao T3, 
Xizhu FaVK, Xiaotang {WHH, etc.). In Chenqiao village the Wu have divided 
into three branches, and the third branch is the largest with over 100 people. 
Originally there was an ancestral hall (but no longer). The lineage genealogy 
can be seen in Xizhu village Fk near Putian.

The southern edge of the alliance rests on 
the north shore of the Mulan river, and was originally a salt flat for drying 
sea-salt. Yakou was a minor transshipment harbor. Henene city is nearby 
to the north. This area was part of the Mudou xihupu #2 4U Fu] (police/ 
defense unit) of Xiaoyili 24 (4 sub-canton. The two villages of Guanx- 
iekou ‘BiHH (also called Mudou 2£4#, and now called Wujiao f$%5) and 
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Guanhou Ja were settled in the Ming. In the Qing, the villages of Yakou 
(fj and Yantian 7H separated off. Currently these villages are managed 
by the Shangwu _-f4 and Jiangwei Administrative Villages YLFE—{T EN. 
The local temple ritual system is primarily organized according to current 
settlements into a three village ritual alliance. 

The Fuyugong ?#ll’ temple, located in Wujiao f2%° village, is the main 
temple of the three temple alliance. The main goddess is Tianshang shengmu 
K_EEEF. It is said that formerly the goddess was taken on processions to the 
villages of the alliance on irregular occasions, but these collective processions 
have not been revived. This temple preserves the stele composed in Jingding 
4 (1263) entitled #05 AMPK (Carved inscription on the stone bridge 
of the Fuyu Temple) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:48, No. 43). 

Historically, the Wu 5 lineage of Mudou #£92 were a prominent local 
lineage with successful examination graduates. Over the course of the Ming 
dynasty, they produced three Jinshi ##- (Metropolitan Graduates) and 
eleven Juren 4S A, (Provincial Graduates). 

In the feuding banner alliances of the end of the Qing, the villages of 
Wujiao 8% and Lantian {4-H were part of the white banner alliance, while 
Yakou 4H was part of the black banner alliance.

The two village ritual alliance of Xihu is located between the Central main 
channel ZE7¢§%-7 AQY and the Northern main channel ZEZ#)RILAQY of 
the Yanshou irrigation system, and rests alongside the Baitang Hj Lake. 
This region also has the Xihu sluice-gate PH}H*+], which empties fresh- 
water from the Yanshou river into the tidal river mouth of the Mulan #\>* 
river. This area was part of the Mudou Xihupu 2252 FUE (police/defense 
unit) of Xiaoyili (sub-canton) 4 “4. In the Ming, the village of Xihu FuYH 
was already settled. In the late Qing, the villages of Duxia /& F separated off. 
Currently these villages are managed by the Jikui 4242 and Shangwu Lf# 
Administrative Villages. The temple ritual system holds each village to be 
autonomous, but nevertheless each year on lunar 5/13 the two villages hold 
a collective dragon boat race and ritual. 

In the feuding banner alliances of the end of the Qing, the two villages of 
Xihu were part of the black banner alliance.

In the Ming the village of Yangwei 
FE was settled, and in the Qing the village of Tangbian #32] separated off. 
Currently there are a total of six natural villages in this area: Dongdun 7K, 
Lijiao 2/4, Xidun P48, Houtou Jak, Tangbian $4, and Xilin PUM, all 
of which are managed by the Yangwei Administrative Village (#FE{T BON. 
The overall population of the ritual alliance is over 3000 people. 

The Youshengguan {2 temple of Dongdu #5 }f village, and the Ling- 
zhengong X45 of Lijiao 4/4 village, are the main temples of the six-vil- 
lage alliance. Each year on lunar 1/26, Xuantian shangdi of Youshengguan 
(ht ZK LiF and Yanggong taishi of Lingzhengong KAA HAAIH 
are carried in a procession through the six villages of the alliance. Every ten 
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years, on a day determined by divination, Xuantian shangdi is taken on a 
procession around the villages bordering the Baitang Lake Hitz yt. 
1. Youshengtang {f24: According to the Li lineage genealogy FUCHS, 
this temple was originally a Buddhist hall built in Ming Hongwu 5 (1372) by 
Third place examination winner Huang Yang #&/H. In Hongwu 24 (1391), a 
District Magistrate Li, who had served in Yongzhuo Prefecture Qiyang dis- 
trict AAT ABA ILS brought back the statue of Yuantian shangdi 
TtK Li from that district to Putian AJA and worshipped it in the You- 
shengtang. He also donated land to the temple and expanded the building, so 
that the god and the Buddha could both dwell in the same place. According 
to another legend the god statue was lodged in the Buddha hall temporar- 
ily while an ancestral hall was being built, but once the new hall was ready, 
the god refused to move, and so stayed alongside the Buddha. During the 
Movement to Destroy the Four Olds the temple was demolished. In 1970 
it was rebuilt.

The processions of the Youshenstan (ESIGN SL: Each year on 
1/26, Yuantian shangdi 7-X_L7f goes on a procession through the six-fold 
ritual alliance Xj#7\ie. Every ten years in the 10th lunar month the god is 
carried in an special procession through the six-fold ritual alliance. The god’s 
birthday celebrations are held on lunar 3/3 and opera is performed for three 
days. This event is organized by the Temple Management Committee, and 
funds are raised from the entire six-village alliance on a per capita basis.

(Provincial Graduates). In Ming Chenghua 22 (1486), the Regional Inspec- 
torXQfZ(F 2 set up a Jinshi iF +-}457 memorial arch in honor of the Li lin- 
eage = in Yangwei village. In Ming Hongzhi 1 (1488) the Xinghua Prefect 
SM{LAU set up a Buyun 7 aid (Pacing the Clouds) memorial archway 
to further honor the Li lineage . Finally in Ming Hongshi 12 (1499) the 
Li themselves erected a memorial archway inscribed with Zhigan Yufang {ill 
FR (continuing fragrance of Li Zhigan 4 ill-P). 

In the feuding banner alliances of the end of the Qing, the six villages of 
Yangwei were all part of the black banner alliance.

The Huang lineage ancestral hall #¢ FCA 4Al‘£ was converted into a school 
during the Republican period. The other lineage branch ancestral halls have 
also fallen down or been taken over as production brigade headquarters. The 
ancestral tombs are in Huangxia #422. 

The Lin #{ came from Xiake ff] near Putian FSH] and have 26 house- 
holds in the village. They are divided into two lineage branches and there is 
a ancestral house that is kept up by both branches. At Yuanxiao the entire 
lineage gathers there to worship their ancestors. 

There is also the Lizhiganci (Shrine) 4rll-F 4] in Dongdun 79, which 
was first built in the Southern Song, and was rebuilt in the Ming, and which 
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covers 380 sq. meters. This shrine is a Putian City cultural preservation site. 
The shrine has a plaque written by the Southern Song Jinshi Wang Jinzhi 
EtZ as well as a stele composed in 1526 by the Minister of Justice Lin 
Jun FUR BME entitled 7 Hei (Record of the Hall of Eternal Rec- 
ollection) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:153, No. 131), and another stele 
composed by Li Tingwu 4°4£1% in Hongzhi 12 (1499) entitled FA HEAR 
BLfalic (Record of the repairs to the Dongdun Li ancestral hall) (Epigraphi- 
cal Materials, 1995:165, No. 143). The texts of several other inscriptions con- 
cerning the Li Zhigan shrine have survived (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:17, 
19, 163; No. 18, 21, 141).

In the Song, Ninghai 
town T"Yi#H had already been settled in this area, and in the Ming the vil- 
lage of Zhengian #AAil was settled. In the Qing, the village of Xiaohu #47 
separated off. Currently the villages of the area are managed by Zhenqian 
fH Hi] and Zhenjiang Administrative Villages #47. {TEUN. The temple ritual 
system is divided primarily according to lineage and settlement into seven 
ritual territories. 

The Fushangong ffill/¥ temple and the Xinanshé #7 2¢¢t, both located 
in Zhenqian #AAil village, are the main temple and the founding shé-altar of 
the sevenfold ritual alliance. The main gods are Zunzhu mingwang @ E44 -E 
and Houtu furen fa XA. Each year during the Yuanxiao festival, each of 
the ritual territories in the alliance goes to Fushangong to invite the gods to 
their home temples.

In the feuding banner alliances of the late Qing, all of the four shé of Nan- 
cheng village were members of the white banner alliance.

The second branch at some point merged with the first branch, so that there 
are now three lineage branches. There was originally a lineage hall, but it 
was torn down. The Cheng moved to Nancheng from Huangshi Zhelang 
village 34 HEY and now have 480 descendants. They are divided into five 
branches. The Weng are the Liugui Weng 7\f£S5X. Their founding ances- 
tor was Weng Chulian 43h, who moved to Nancheng village from Beigao 
Atimi. The Weng now number about 300 people, and are divided into three 
lineage branches. They are related to the Weng of Huangshi Qingzhong # 
Ala", where their lineage genealogy can be consulted. The Li 42 moved to 
Nancheng from Yangwei {#£. The origins of the Fang 77 are unclear.

The main source of water and irrigation is the water 
diverted by the Xia Wuziba dam F{f +l. This area was part of Hou- 
zhuo zhaidoupu mee (police/defense unit) of Zunxianli sub-canton 
@\% #1. In the Ming, the village of Houzhuo was settled, and in the Qing the 
village of Zhaidou +E! separated off. Currently the area contains the villages 
of Houdun/a JX, Qiandun AiR, Taofeng PKI, Shangguo 3) and Xiating 
“F-. All these villages are managed through the Houzhuo Administrative 
Village fa {7 BUN. The temple ritual system is divided up according to 
residence and lineage into seven ritual territories. 

The Lukougong #4115 temple, located in Houzhuo Huanggipo /a ie 
IIS@3% is the main temple of the sevenfold ritual alliance. The main gods of 
Lukougong are Wushi xianfei % FC(il/%c, while the secondary gods include 
Xuantian shangdi “%K_L7, Qitian dasheng 77 KAS, Puji shenghou yt 
2£(®, Tiangong yuanshuai H1/S7c Ji, and Mayang zungong Si#@/. It is 
said that Lukougong #§ 41 was first built during the Song and collapsed 
during the mid-Ming. Each ritual alliance competed in wanting to take the 
statues of the gods back into their respective villages to offer their respects 
and worship. The temple was later rebuilt in a different location, but was 
completely torn down again during the Cultural Revolution. The temple was 
then rebuilt again in 1985 at the current location. Currently, this temple is 
the center of ritual action for the sevenfold ritual alliance of Houzhuo which 
includes Houdun Ja #£, Qiandun Hi/ #2, Taofeng PII, Shangguo 3), Xia- 
ting F5%, Donghu jl, and Xiguo P4f%. As for such villages as Baidu 
Ale, Qixi 274 and Xilou F#%, they have developed into a relatively inde- 
pendent ceremonial systems, namely the ten-fold shé of Xibai YAH and 
the Donghu four village ritual alliance jAYVUN. 

In the feuding banner alliances of the late Qing, the Houzhuo sevenfold 
ritual alliance was part of the red banner alliance.

1. Village settlement The entire village has a population of more than 
700 people. Apart from agriculture, local people earn a living through rais- 
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ing lychees, brick making, carpentry, and working in shoe manufacturing 
factories. 

2. Surname groups ‘The village was originally dominated by the Zhang 
ik, but now it is dominated by the Xu 7F and the Lin MK. The Xu used to be 
the long-term workers for the Zhang surname group. For unknown reasons, 
the Zhang no longer live in the village. The Xu make up three quarters of the 
entire population of the village, while the Lin make up one quarter. The ori- 
gins of the Xu are unclear, nonetheless, formerly Xu surnamed people from 
Xudi iF in the Jiewai 44h (areas subjected to coastal evacuation) visited 
Qiandun and claimed to share the same ancestors. It is said that during the 
Ming Dynasty, there were two high ministers (shangshu) [Hi from Putian 
FAL at the court, one from Xibai 44H surnamed Fang 77 and the other by 
the surname of Xu from Qiandun village. When they were returning to their 
homes, a dispute arose as they both wanted to use the water from a stream 
at the foot of the Jiuhuashan mountain JL4E|L. Minister Xu wanted to use 
the stream for irrigation purposes while Minister Fang wanted to use it for 
making tea. The result of the dispute was to drill a hole in the rock that would 
allow only a small amount of the water to flow to Xibai, while the majority of 
the water flowed to irrigate the agricultural fields of Qiandun ij. This dis- 
pute made Minister Fang very angry and vengeful. He threw a lot of weapons 
into a deep pond located in the mountains behind Qiandun. Then he went to 
the emperor and told him that Minister Xu was preparing to overthrow the 
reign of the emperor by making weapons and assembling armies. When the 
emperor sent people to verify these claims, they found many weapons in 
the deep pond near Qiandun. Thus minister Xu and all his relations to the 
third degree were killed. One descendant of Minister Xu fled to the Jiewai 
Fi (land beyond the limits). They added two strokes in front of the Xu 
character (i*) so it became Xu (/ ff ). This is the reason behind the Xu 
(7 1) people coming to Houzhuo Ja to identify their common ancestry. 
The Xu 7 are divided into four branches in the village: first branch 4J/&, 
second branch — J, third branch =f, and fourth branch P44. Among the 
branches, the second has the most people as well as an ancestral hall, which 
is now used as a storage center for straw.

Currently, approxi- 
mately 5000 people live in the villages of the alliance, and they are managed 
by the Xibai Administrative Village 4H {7 BUN. Apart from agriculture, the 
local people earn a living by raising lychees, forestry, carpentry, as contrac- 
tors, and as workers. The temple ritual system is divided up according to 
settlements and lineage into ten shé ritual associations. 

Xiaoyoushé 4 /z¢t, located in Baidu Fift village, is the ancestral found- 
ing shé tH#L of Xibai ZA, while Beijidian JL AR in Luding #STil village 
is the main temple for Xibai /4H. Each year on lunar 1/15, the ten shé of 
Xibai collectively celebrate the Yuanxiao festival, and take the gods of Xiao- 
youshé and Beijidian on a procession to all the she-altars of the alliance. The 
ritual leaders of each shé are selected in rotation on the basis of age, while 
the director of the Xiaoyoushé is determined by casting divination blocks. A 
minority of villagers are Christians. 

The main surname groups are the Lin #{ and the Yao #k. Other surnames 
include the Shen YZ, Chen [#f, Wu =, Fang 7J, and Li 4. The Lin, making 
up 30% of the population of Xibai, are mainly living in Tangbian, Gelong 
KZ as well as in other villages. It is said that they came to Putian during the 
Huang Chao Revolt #5282 during the late Tang Dynasty. The Lin lineage 
is divided into four branches: Jun #, Zi {, Ju /%, and Li lJ. The Zi branch 
has the most people, with approximately 450 people. They originally had an 
ancestral hall, but now it has been converted into a school. The Yao mainly 
live in Xiatou F254 and Hantou 7X34, and make up 20% of the entire village 
population. They are divided into two lineage branches: Qian #Z and Kun 3#. 
The Kun branch is the bigger one, and is subdivided into four sub-branches: 
Ren {—, Yi X, Shé ¢, and Zhi €¥. It is said that their founding ancestor first 
came to Puwei JH of Hanjiang {/L to Xibai 4H. Their ancestral tombs 
are in Sanshan =I], and there is a lineage genealogy. 
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Historically, the Fang lineage of Baidu Aift7i & was a prominent local 
lineage with many successful examination candidates. Over the Ming, they 
produced three Jinshi ##1- (Metropolitan Graduates) and ten Juren as 
(Provincial Graduates). In Song Chunxi 14 (1187), a Zhuangyuan (First 
place) memorial archway was erected for Fanghao 77 ij, who had received 
the top award in the special examinations #fP}33—4 IL RIC AY. In 
Ming Jingtai 5 (1454) the Xinghua Prefect “4{/-AI/M¥ set up a Shuanggui XY 
#24457 memorial archway for two Fang brothers who had passed the exams. 
In Ming Tianshun 4 (1460), a Jinshi i#¢+-f87 memorial archway was set up 
for one Fangkui 7732 . In Ming Zhengtong 6 (1441), a Liuging Wt Keys 
memorial archway was set up for Fang Di 77iH.

SRA of Rendeli {—(## sub-canton. In the Ming, the village of Dantou 
YRS was settled. Currently the area is divided into three natural villages: 
Donggu iAH, Xiguo Fafa and Duxi E£F4, all of which are managed by the 
Donghu Administrative Village illji]{TBUS. The temple ritual system is 
divided according to settlement and lineage into three shé-associations. 

The Yongningshé 7 T'f£, located in Donghu {lFji] village was originally 
the founding shé-temple of the three villages. The main gods are Zunzhu 
mingwang @=EHA=E and Houtu furen GX A. It is said that formerly the 
three shé joined in a common procession of the gods of this temple during 
the Yuanxiao festival. Later, due to disputes between them, they divided up, 
and the collective processions and rites have not been revived.

In the Ming, the 
village of Chengzhu was settled, and belonged to the Rendeli sub-canton, 
but it was reassigned to the Zunxianli sub-canton @'%# in the Qing. In 
the late Qing the villages of Miaogian /Fifil, Yuli #742, Shuiliuli 7A7tFl, 
Banludian “24/4, Donghuang #R 34, and Xiazheng £35 separated off. The 
current population is about 3000 people, and these villages are managed by 
the Chengzhu Administrative Village /G¥4{T BUN. The temple ritual system 
is divided on the basis of originally existing shé-temples into six shé. Apart 
from agriculture, the current source of income includes fields of lychee trees, 
fields of dragon eye trees, carpentry, stone-quarrying, and working in shoe 
manufacturing factories. 

The Ningchangmiao 7*&Ji temple, located in Yuli 7 village, is the 
main temple of the six shé ritual alliance. The main god is Chifeng weiwu 
shenghou #21 RU EX. It is said that formerly, on irregular occasions, the 
god was invited to go on a procession through the six shé of the alliance, but 
currently these collective processions have not been restored. 

Historically, the two surnames of Yu iJ and Zheng Xi were prominent lin- 
eages with successful examination graduates. In the Ming this area produced 
four Jinshi ##= (Metropolitan Graduates) and twelve Juren 4 \ (Provin- 
cial Graduates). In Ming Chenghua 10 (1474), a Panlong 22 855 memo- 
rial archway was set up in honor of the Yu lineage fii. 

In the feuding banner alliances of the end of the Qing, Miaogian JBI 
village was part of the black banner alliance, while all the other villages were 
part of the white banner alliance.

Longshangong J¥.|||'=} temple, located in Xincun #T#¥ village, is the main 
temple for the sevenfold ritual alliance. This temple is also a central temple 
for a smaller region. The main goddess is Imperially enfeoffed Tianshang 
shengmu A_/ =P. Each year during the Yuanxiao festival, each of the ritual 
territories of the alliance come to the temple to present incense, and to invite 
the goddess back to their village to go on a procession around the village 
boundaries. And each year around the birthdate of Tianshang shenmu, the 
villagers of the region will go to the temple to sponsor opera performances. 
Every twelve years, Tianshang shengmu is taken on a procession through all 
the villages of the ritual alliance.

The total population of the area is over 3000 people, and they are managed 
by the Beida Administrative Village {EAT EUN. The temple ritual system is 
divided on the basis of shé temples into seven ritual territories. Apart from 
agriculture and lychee trees, the local people also work as carpenters and in 
shoe manufacturing factories 

Yanfu zushé XE fai 4H tt, located in Chendun 8 village, is the main tem- 
ple of the sevenfold ritual alliance of Beida.

3. Village temples 1) Shanggejing Xianyingmiao L/A|$is7PVIH is the 
main overall temple of Shangguo [-¥\\ and is also the main temple of the Guo 
lineage in Beigang village {LH#£9) KX i\ 8. The temple was built in the Ming, 
and rebuilt in the Qing Qianlong and Daoguang periods. It was restored in 
1983. The temple preserves stelae from Qing Qianlong 57 (1792) and Dao- 
guang 16 (1836).

This area was 
part of the Weitangpu EHH (police/defense unit) of the Rendeli {—(# #4 
sub-canton. In the Ming, the village of Weitang #i}# was settled. In the Qing, 
the villages of Guozhuang #)/HE, Qianzhuang iJ, Guangian Bij, Houxu 
faiv¥, Zhutoupu #iS45Hi, Yangchijiao PEYHAS, Houting R=, Zhuangli 
FESS, and Qiangang Hij?# separated off. Currently this area is managed by 
Xianying ‘7% and Dongdun Administrative Villages 7REL—{TEXNY. The 
temple ritual system is divided on the basis of village settlements into the 
eastern five village alliance <4 and the western five- -village alliance 
i Ht Villages included in the eastern alliance are Xigang PH, Zhuangcuo 
FEF, Yangchi Fit#, Houting Ja5*, and Xiayang FY. The western alliance 
includes Weitang #i}#, Guozhuang ¥hHE, Dongdun 7K 5%, Pugian ffiAll, and 
Xiayu FS. 

The Xianyingmiao ‘-)/JfH (also called the Great Shé Aft) of Weitang 
village #HH# is the main temple of the ten village ritual alliance HUSA. 
The Rendeli Xianyingmiao {—{@4‘7)V Je, known as the Great shé-altar 
Aft, originally had three halls, but later it was torn down and the site was 
converted into the Xianying Elementary School. In 1983, Yangong taishi 
‘42K Nii appeared in a dream to the director of the temple management 
committee Guo Jinguang, who fortuitously encountered some Singapore 
Overseas Chinese revisiting their home village, and with their help and that 
of the villagers of the ten village alliance, the temple was rebuilt, and then 
later it was expanded in 1993. Currently the temple has a front and a back 
hall. A plaque in the temple dates to the Qing Jiaqing 21 (1816). According 
to local legend, the god of the temple was repeatedly bestowed with impe- 
rial honors and enfeoffments.

JIS]id (Record of the ceremonial archway of Guo [the 
Filial Son]) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:25, No. 23) details the miraculous 
filiality of the founding ancestor. The stone inscription composed in Dade

of the Shrine to the Honorable Guo, the Filial and Upright) (Epigraphical 
Materials, 1995:59, No. 52) is also about this ancestral shrine.

The Chen have now reached 
their 27th generation. 

Another legend states that the Guo #3) of Xianying ‘0% produced an 
exemplar of filial piety in the Song dynasty, and that an imperially bequeathed 
shrine was built for him.

In the early Qing, the village of Wanyao fiiz 
was settled. Currently, the area includes the villages of Xiyang FAYE, Houy- 
ang Jai#, Gelong [2 and Tiancuo H/f. These villages are managed by 
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the Wanyang Administrative Village ii#{T BUN. The temple ritual order is 
divided on the basis of shé-altar temples into four shé. 

The Guanshengmiao *=/-H temple, located in Xiyang PU}¥ village, is the 
main temple for the four-shé ritual alliance. The main god of the temple is 
Guansheng dijun 22777 4.

The Chen had an ancestral hall, but it has 
been transformed into a warehouse for cardboard boxes.

The alliance includes the nine villages of Matou 
f55k, Dubin hah, Xiujiao AFR, Chengfeng {Ie, , Olandongpo Bil ARS, 
Houdongpo Ja fRH#%, and Nankeng PAH (Jiangkeng 141). This region orig- 
inally belonged to the Yishan xipu Ae LL a a (police/defense unit) of Yan- 
shouli sub-canton Z£4#'2. In the Ming, Banrou [2 village was settled. 
During the Qing, the villages of Dubian EA, Shudou #52, Dubin ahah, 
Qianlin HiJ*M, Jiangkeng 471, Qiandongpu Hil Ji and Houdongpu divided 
off. This area now is managed by the Matou f424, Doubin #78, Dongpo 
7RUX and Hangxia # #2 Administrative Villages. In the temple ritual system, 
Lipu qijing is divided into seven ritual territories according to the distribu- 
tion of shé temples. 

The Beijidian JL#KEX of Matou village #4244 is the main overall temple 
of the sevenfold ritual alliance Chi. Each year of the dragon Xuan- 
tian shangdi %X_L7i goes on a procession through the seven fold ritual 
alliance. The founding shé-altar temple of the Lipu ritual alliance JWH¢H tt 
was originally in Xiujiao village 7X but it burned down in 1918.

The Huangan sevenfold ritual alliance is located within the Taiping Weir 
irrigation system AEM ELA ZK just northeast of Hanjiang {YL city. This 
area was part of the Yishan dongpu {KLAR ‘ili (police/defense unit) and the 
Yishan xipu {f LL P44} of Yanshouli X41 sub-canton. In the Ming, the vil- 
lages of Xialing F/# and Huangxiang #%§ were already settled. In the early 
Qing, the Nillages of Huangan #&@%, Xiazhuang Fk, Qianlin Ai, Qian- 
huang Hiji%, Cangkou £1 and Qianpu Hils#i separated off. These villages 
are managed by two Administrative Villages: Huangxia #f#2 and Canglin 
M7 BUN. The temple ritual system is divided on the basis of she-altars 
and temples into seven independent ritual units, within the seven villages 
of Huangan #7, Xiaxiao 2273, Huangxiang Hi%, Xialin #4, Cangkou 
GH, Xilin PGK, and Xipo PH. 

Originally there was a founding she-altar in the village of Huangan XX, 
with Zunzhu mingwang &=E44-E and Houtu furen Jt A as the main 
gods. Because the village was torn down and its lands were converted into an 
industrial park, the temple no longer exists. Therefore, each village has since 
built their own independent shé temple. Collective rituals and processions 
for the entire sevenfold alliance have not been revived. 

Historically, the Huang lineage of Huanggang Hts H2 lk were a promi- 
nent local lineage with many examination graduates. In the Ming Zheng- 
tong period (1436-49) a Jinshi #1:h87 memorial archway was set up in 
Qianhuang #i[ 3 village.

The temple ritual system is 
divided according to she-altars and temples into seven independent ritual 
territories. 

The Fuxingshé *#>4¢k and the connected Tuninegong 48%, located in 
Tangwei 4#/€ village, is the central temple \— of the Tangtou sevenfold 
alliance. Additional sets of the statues of the main gods of each of the seven 
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she-altars of the allied ritual territories are also worshipped in the main tem- 
ple, and each shé organizes offerings, rituals, and opera at the main temple 
on the birthdays of their own gods. During the Yuanxiao festivities, each of 
these villages goes to the main temple to invite its gods back to their village. 
On 2/2 a general Yuanxiao is held. The main temple has spirit mediums who 
are possessed by each of the gods of the seven shé. They have held guanjie 
KK spirit medium training sessions repeatedly, in 1983, 1986, 1999, 1993, 
and in 2002.

The Jiangkou sevenfold ritual alliance is located in the town of Jiangkou, 
which currently has a population of over 10,000 people. The town formed 
gradually through the merging together during the Ming dynasty of several 
fishing villages clustered along the south side of the mouth of the Qiulu 
#kF River. This area is irrigated by a canal diverted from the Qiulu #kF 
river at the Nanan FJ weir. From there, the canal runs alongside the river 
till just north of Jiangkou ¥LU) town, where it divides into three main chan- 
nels, one of which continues to flows alongside the Qiulu #K= river into and 
around Jiangkou township. The other canals bring water through the other 
multi-village ritual alliances of the irrigated Jiangkou plain, before allow- 
ing the water to flow into the Xinghua Bay +4({, through sluice-gates which 
are opened and closed depending on the tides. This area was part of three 
deadariy regions, the Yifangpu “Yi, Qinrenpu 26 {ffi and Qinxiu 
fangpu 41125774, all within the Daixianli 4 sub-canton. In the Ming, 
the villages of Xiaoyi # %, Gangxia ## F, Qianhui Hil, Houdun Jai, Liu- 
jing XJF# and Duweitou /&/5]54 were settled. In the early Qing, the village 
of Xinjing #T# separated off from Houdun Ja village. In the Republican 
period, Houdu Jaf village separated off from Xiaoyi 4 village. However, 
because Houdu village still participates in the Yuanxiao processions of the 
Xiaoyi Youshengguan temple 4 X{f2%, there are still only seven inde- 
pendent ritual territories in the Jiangkou sevenfold ritual alliance. 

The main temple of the Jiangkou sevenfold territory was originally the 


Zhenjundian He /Rx, dedicated to Sandian zhenjun =/&HA and Wen- 
chang dijun X77 #F and Kuidou xingjun f&-}42 4. This temple was torn 
down and converted into the Jinjiang 4t37I. Middle School in the Republican 
period. This temple was dedicated to Sandian zhenjun =X H.4, Wenchang 
dijun C477 G, and Kuidou xingjun j£>+ 4. Formerly, on each Yuanxiao 
festival, the gods of the temple would go on procession through the sevenfold 
ritual alliance. Even the palanquins of the Dongyueguan 75 £7, would have 
to stay overnight in this temple. Since the temple is no longer extent, there 
is no longer any overall procession for the Jiangkou sevenfold ritual alliance. 
Nevertheless, each year on the birthday of Sandian Zhenjun —/K A on 
lunar 6/10, one or two days of opera are performed to honor the god. 
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Jiangkou YL has an ancient altar to the soil and the harvest dating to the 
Song dynasty called the Xingxian zushé “4! ¢H#t in Qianhui HilZ village. 
This shé altar was rebuilt in Qing Qianlong 52 (1787). Each year on lunar 
2/2 and on lunar 10/6 (the dates of the tou (beginning) and weiya HE 
(ending) rites of the year), people come from all the villages of Jiangkou 
YLU to worship at this temple. 

Jiangkou 7LH originally had thirty-six surname groups, and each sur- 
name lived in a defined area. Nowadays only fifteen surname groups remain, 
and each village is made up of mixed surname groups. However, at the level 
of the organization of village temple rituals, surname groups are still the 
primary mode of identification. 

In the feuding ritual alliances at the end of the Qing, the sevenfold ritual 
alliance of Jiangkou was part of the white banner alliance. 

Other significant temples in Jiangkou include a pagoda dedicated to 
Guanyin midway across a bridge over the Qiulu river that is said to have 
been founded in the Song (although the bridge was moved in the Ming). 
The Dongyueguan #5 f7%/, (Belvedere of the Eastern Peak), situated on the 
Amoy [|] to Foochow #f/"| highway, claims to have been founded in the 
Song dynasty, but underwent a “reconstruction” in the Ming dynasty. The 
Dongyue guan 745% serves to this day as the higher order temple for all 
the multi-village ritual alliances of the Jiangkou YLH irrigated plain. Con- 
siderable resources have been invested in this temple from Overseas Chinese 
branch temples in Indonesia and by individual contributors. Large scaled 
emigration began in the late Qing, primarily to Singapore, Malaysia, and 
Indonesia, and successful sojourners returned to build impressive residences 
in the early Republican period. Remittances from Overseas Chinese relatives 
are an important aspect of local economic growth, which has boomed since 
1980. 

The temple preserves many stelae, both ancient and modern, including: 
1) Jiaqing 16 (1811) HAE 7K G-AH (Stele on the restoration of the East- 
ern Peak Belvedere) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:282, No. 246), 2) Jiaqing 
18 (1813) HIE AR AG WA TH (The fragrant names of the contributors 
to the Eastern Peak Belvedere) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:283, No. 247); 
3) Tongzhi 1 (1862) {LIT ASCE RET BH (Stele proclaiming pro- 
hibitions at the Auxiliary Temple of the Eastern Peak dedicated to Wen- 
chang) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:322, No. 287); 4) (1922) ! BER Ewa 
4577 4TH (Stele listing the names of the contributors supporting the repair 
of the Eastern Peak Belvedere) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:362, No. 328), 
5) (1922) HEY AR AG MUG (Stele on the restoration of the Jinjiang Eastern 
Peak Belvedere) (Epigraphical Materials, 1995:362, No. 327). 

Currently, the area is very prosperous, and four-story apartment blocks 
faced with white tile and with open shop fronts on the ground floor line the 
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roads. Many villages in the Jiangkou area have undergone complete make- 
overs into something more closely resembling mini-urban developments. 
In most such cases, the temples have been left in their original locations, 
although they have been completed rebuilt or renovated two or three times 
in the past 25 years. Ritual celebrations are exceptionally extravagant, with 
considerable funding coming from visiting Overseas Chinese relations. The 
former Party Secretary of Jiangkou reported that, in the early ’80s, he could 
attend ritual related opera performances 250 days out of the year in the 
Jiangkou area.

1. Village settlement Xiaoyi is part of the Jiangkou 7-H town, and of 
the sevenfold ritual territorial alliance of Jiangkou 7LH Ca. The current 
population is over 3000. Xiaoyi is divided into seven shé (altars of the god 
of the soil and the harvest): the Shoushé Ef¢t (head she), the East shé 4K 
ft, the Lishé 424, the Lishé #44, the Xiajieshe €3/£7¢L, the Guanqianshé 
WLBT: and the Houdushé fa tk. The main livelihood is in retail business 
and shop-keeping. There are many dependent families of Overseas Chinese. 
2. Surname groups The main surname groups are the Chen [¥f, the Li &, 
the Ma 4, the Guo #3), the Zhuo =, the Lu /*, the Weng 43, and the He 
{"]. The Chen [¥f has the most people, at around 1000 people. Then it would 
be the Li 3, the He {"J, and the Ma 4. It is said that the Chen came from 
Kuokou [iJ of Putian iA, and are the Chen of Yuhu “=Kj#f I”. There was 
originally a Chen ancestral hall |¥; Ec7< fa]. There is also the newly built Chen 
Wenlong Memorial Hall /RC20-218, built in front of the Youshengguan 
{22% in recent years, which is also referred to as the Erxiangtang fH‘. 
The ancestral worship activities of each surname group are unknown. A few 
have, in recent years, rebuilt ancestral halls and begun to revive ancestral 
worship. 

3. Village temples 1) The Youshengguan {(22% is the main temple of 
the Xiaoyijing 3 G5, which contains the Lingxingshé X>4ft: Built in the 
Ming Dynasty (or the Yuan Dynasty), it was renovated during the Qing Yong- 
zheng period (1723-1735). The main god worshipped is Xuantian shangdi 
KL. Other gods include San tian duyuanshuai nezha = KASTCIALIE, 
Wuxian huaguang dadi 7.4.4 7¢X 77 (also known as Zhengyi linggong

4, Rituals: Yuanxiao processions The Yuanxiao 774 festival is held from 
1/12 to 1/15. First and foremost, each shé goes on procession separately. 
After Yuanxiao, on a day determined by divination, a common procession is 
held. This procession carries out all the gods, and can include several hun- 
dred participants. 

The procession date for each shé are as follows: 

On 1/12 Lishé ft, Dongshé ARK, and Lishé #£L go on procession. 
On 1/13 the Shoushé Hf goes on procession. 

On 1/14 Guangianshé *Aij# and Houdushé /a£etk go on procession. 
On 1/15 the Xiajieshé F{£1¢L goes on procession. 

The head person *#E selected by each shé is responsible for the proces- 
sion of the respective shé, and funds are collected on a per capita basis. The 
board of directors of the Youshengguan {4 3£%Ill is responsible for the com- 
mon procession, and contributions are again collected on a per capita basis. 
Individual voluntary donations are posted on the temple walls. The common 
procession of 2007 concluded with a bonfire in front of the temple. There, 
several performing arts processional troupes performed simultaneously, 
including military brass bands, traditional all female drum-cart and cymbal 
troupes, shiyinbayue —-=/\/K musical troupes, and finally, a group dance 
led by the tanban JZHE spirit mediums. Meanwhile, opera troupes performed 
on a stage facing the temple. All palanquin bearers, banner and banner car- 
riers, and incense-bearing followers in the procession were rewarded with 
bags of traditional cookies, fruit, and talismans of the gods. Extraordinary 
amounts of fireworks were exploded—everything from stings of fireworks 
to rockets which exploded above the temple all night long. The sedan chairs 
of the gods charged into the temple through great clouds of smoke, illu- 
minated by the flames of the bonfire and the explosions of the fireworks. 
Temple guards dressed as Qing yamen guards lined the steps of the temples 
and temple managers directed the performing arts troupes and crowds of 
worshippers around the courtyard and inside the temple. Tables strewn with 
elaborate offerings were lined up in front of the many altars, and worshippers 
moved around the temple to each altar, bowing, performing kowtows, and 
offering incense and then taking stacks of sprit money to burn in a incinera- 
tor in the shape of a gourd in the courtyard outside the temple.

5. Ritual Groups Youshengguan {4% currently has over 200 members 
of its Tanban Ix PE (altar association), but guanjie X#X (spirit medium train- 
ing) has not occurred. It is said that in the past, people had died during 
guanjie. On lunar 10/24 of 1967, an Anxiang yingsheng dadian AWE 
KX (great rite to invite the sages with offerings of incense) was held for 
the Lidai gutan Ji {ttot& (ancient altar dedicated to the spirit mediums of 
the past). Xiaoyi # X village used to have a Sanjiao (Three in One) temple 
= #1", but later it was disassembled and merged into Youshengguan {fi 
22M. The saying goes: “The Xiaoyi temple sold the Sanjiaoci to buy lum- 
ber” (Xiaoyigong maisanjiaoci maimuliao) “4 CH Z=AH LAR”. The 
disciples of the Sanjiao (the Three-in-One) mostly go to the major Sanjiao 
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temple called the Shangyang shuyuan fajSH45b¢ of Qiaowei of Fuqing 1 
lS IEE, across the bridge over the Qiulu river, to attend rituals. There is 
also another Buddhist temple in the village, the Miaoyuanan Wii ff, which 
worships Guanyin LE, Mazu 14%H, Weituo +562, and Jialan {filii. This 
nunnery has one temple master (Zhuchi) {Eff and one nun (Nigu) JE##. 
Attached to Youshengguan {4% is a cultural center (wenhuagong) XC(U 
which has a library and entertainment facilities. The center has a board 
of director, an elder’s committee and an Overseas Chinese construction fund 
which is responsible for village construction projects related to irrigation, 
roadwork, and electrical lines.

There 
is a relatively independent neighborhood temple called Xinxingdian #124 
fix. There are currently approximately 300 people in this neighborhood. The 
main livelihood is agriculture and shop keeping. 

2. Surname groups The He ("J of Xiahoudu are divided into six branches, 
of which four branches gradually emigrated to various villages in Jiangkou 
ILC including Xinjing #TF#, Gangxia ## F, Houdu Jaf, and Jingtou #4 
during the Ming Dynasty. Later on, these four branches gradually returned 
to settle here, and are called the He of Lujiang “7 7I("] KX”. The other two 
branches moved in more recently. It is said that the Xinxingdian #T4X was 
constructed to mark the establishment in this area of the Lujiang 7 YL He 
{A} surname group. 

3. Village temples 1) Xinxingdian #T>4/& is dedicated to the worship of 
Yuantian shangdi 7CX_E 7’, Zhanggong shengjun jk. F, Qitian dasheng 
TTKKE, Zhugong yuanshuai RTC, Tiangong yuanshuai FATIH, 

Zhaoshun shengwang HAjliit=$-F, and Dikui Hit. The statue of Zhanggong 
shengjun 52.32% is placed in Youshengguan {= %, and is only carried 
back to the home temple during Yuanxiao 7Lf§ so that every household can 
worship the god. 

4, Rituals: Yuanxiao processions Xiahoudu Fa participates in the 
common procession of Youshengguan {4 3¢% and the procession of Hou- 
dushé Jatt. None of the gods of Xinxingdian #T4/E¢ go on procession. 
However, the statue of Yuantian shangdi 77-X_L7i can be carried to the 
homes of each household for worshipping purposes.

1. Village settlement Liujing belongs to the Jiangkou Administrative Vil- 
lage YL.A{T EX. The current population is over 1300 people. Liujing is part 
of the sevenfold ritual alliance of Jiangkou YL C44. The current population 
is approximately 1300. The village used to be divided into two neighbor- 
hoods, Qianshé #iJ#i and Houshé Jatt, but now they are all mixed in with 
each other and the boundaries are not clear. The village has been re-divided 
into six jia 7\F, each bearing the name of a god: these are Zhugongjia ZS 
|, Ligongjia “AF, Zhanggongjia 5A, Hangongjia #74 A, Magongjia 
Fy7\A, and Chengongjia [#i7SA. The main livelihood is commerce. There 
are many dependent families of Overseas Chinese. 

2. Surname groups Surnames include the Chen |, the Liu XJ, the Lin 
IK, the Zhuo —, the Weng “i, the Cai #8, the Wu &, the Fang 7J, and the 
Wang -E. The Lin #{ has an ancestral hall. The Chen has a combined ances- 
tral hall with the Chen of Yuhu Yi] of Xiaoyi 2. The origins and 
worshipping rituals of all other surname groups are unknown. 

3. Village temples 1) Chonggingguan S2/8% is within Jinxiufang 414% 
fj and contains the Xiaotiyunshé f<#ZL as well as the Linzhenshé [i 
fiett. The temple was built during the Qing Qianlong period (1736-1795), 
and was renovated in 1983. There is a stele dedicated to the ancient altar of 
the (spirit mediums) of the past.

The procession 
goes through the sevenfold ritual alliance of Jiangkou YLH CHA to visit all 
the villages of Jiangkou in order. The elders who are married and those who 
have a child born to them that year become the head persons (Touren) 4 A. 
Apart from the per capita based contribution collections, the head persons 
are responsible for absorbing the additional expenses.

JK (Shangkui _E't) were settled. In the early Qing, the villages of Shantou 
IL, Youlong vf (Youlan JM), Qiangli $74 and Dixin 341 separated 
off. Of these villages, Qiangli #42 and Dixin 1%T have already been aban- 
doned. Currently there are five villages in the area. 

The Fushanshé J2|l|¢ temple, located in Qianwang Hil-E village, is the 
founding she-altar of the sevenfold ritual alliance. The main gods are Zunzhu 
mingwang 44 and Houtu furen GLKA. Secondary gods include 
Zhanggong shengjun 5k/\=£#4, Wengong yuanshuai WfaZS7CIIN, Kanggong 
yuanshuai S74 #4, Dutian yuanshnia ASAT, Tiangong yuanshuai 17S 
TCI! and Liugong yuanshuai XTC IN. Originally there were joint Yuanxiao 
processions and collective celebrations of the birthday celebrations of the 
gods at the Fushanshé.

This area 
was part of the Shiting Xincuopu Hike #sTle fii and Tiezao pu FLL (police/ 
defense unit) of the Yongfengli 7<== sub-canton. During the Qing, the 
villages of Tingli #£ 1, Shangfang [77 and Dongteizao JREKKE were settled. 
Shiting is an elongated village which is managed by both the Shidong 
7K and the Shixi Af4 Administrative Villages. The current population is 
over 10000 people, and its population of Overseas Chinese living abroad is 
over 20, 000. The vast majority of the people are of the Huang #% surname 
group. There used to be the Liu !] and the Fang 77, but these surnames no 
longer exist because they either moved away or changed their surnames to 
Huang. The Huang came from Huangxiang 32 in Hanjiang jH/L during 
the Yuan Dynasty. The fifth generation marked the start of the division into 
three branches. There is an ancestral hall which was built during the Ming 
Dynasty and renovated in 1987. Currently, Shiting village is divided into 
Damenjia Al JFA, Zhonghuajia H4E A, Houcuojia aA, and Houtingjia

“PFE, Jingtou #34 and Zhongzhai #2 separated off. This area is cur- 
rently managed by the Fengmei 32, Fengshan +|/| and Houfeng /#Il# 
Administrative Villages. 

Originally, the main temple of the sevenfold ritual alliance was in Shi- 
cen £4 neighborhood of Dongtian 4. village.
